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Contact 
lost with 
airliner 
sent to Iran 

KUWAIT has lost contact with 
an airliner it sent to Iran yester- 
day to fly out 24 women freed 
from the hijacked Kuwait Air- 
ways jet, a Kuwaiti aviation 
official said. 

Ahmed AI Zabin, director- 
general of Kuwait Airways Cor- 
poration, said the airline had 
planned to evacuate the women 
as soon as possible. 

A Kuwaiti delegation, includ- 
ing Foreign Ministry officials 
and the airline's chief pilots and 
other personnel left for the 
north-eastern Iranian city of 
Mashhad earlier yesterday in a 
Boeing 727. 

"They had very clear instruc- 
tions to bring the women hos- 
tages to Kuwait as soon as possi- 
ble," Zabin said. 

• Arrival 

“The problem is that com- 
munications with the plane have 
been cut since its arrival in Mash- 
had. We have no idea why the 
delay." 

"We are giving this our utmost 
attention and are doing every- 
thing possible to bring these pas- 
sengers to Kuwait and their final 
destinations," Zabin said. 

He had no information on the 
identity of the hijackers or how 
they evaded what he described as 
the airline's normally tight 
security measures. 

"We have no means of com- 
munication with dither aircraft. 
We have tried all ways and means 
without success." Zabin said.

Kuwait rejects 
hijackers’ demand 


NICOSIA, April 6, (Agen- 
cies): Kuwait has rejected the 
demand of hijackers holding 
87 people aboard a Kuwait 
Airways Boeing 747 at Mash- 
had airport in northeast Iran. 

Meanwhile, a Tehran official 
said the Iranian authorities 
would allow the jumbo jet lo bp 
refuelled to "prevent disaster." 

The Iranian news agency Irna 
said the Kuwaiti government 
had ''categorically rejected a 
demand by the hijackers to 
release 17 political prisoners in 
Kuwaiti jails." 

Demand 

Irna, said Kuwait termed the 
demands blackmail but added 
that iL was ready to meet any 
other demand by the hijackers as 
long as it was free of “pressure, 
blackmailing and threat." 

The Kuwaiti cabinet met in an 
emergency session under HH the 
Crown Prince Sheikh Saad Al 
Abdullah on Tuesday night, and 
declared it would not give in to 
' “blackmail.'' 

An official source in the 
Kuwait Foreign Ministry today 
said that the hijacked airplane 
was still in the Iranian port of 
Mashhad with most of the pas- 
sengers on board including two 
Kuwaiti ladies. 

The hijackers have fined 24 
women passengers and one sick 
man . Thejplane originally had 97 
pas«rftg^reto3T5 crew. 

The source added that the 
released passengers are in all 
good health condition and are 
currently in one of Mashhad's 
hotels. 

A Kuwaiti delegation that 
arrived in Mashhad today after- 
noon called on the released pas- 
sengers. 

Those freed included 10 
Britons, three Thais, three Egyp- 
tians, one Filipino, one Palestin- 
ian, one Singaporean, one Irish, 
one West German, one Austrian, 
one Syrian and one Pakistani.

‘To prevent any calamity or 
incident we will provide fuel for 
the plane," the radio quoted the 
authorities as saying. 

There was no word as to 
whether the plane would depart 
nor was there any indication 
what its destination might be. 


Food was brought to the plane 
at 10:45 pm (1915 GMT), the 
official Irna reported. 

More than an hour after the 
plane was still parked at the air- 
port with all its cabin lights ofT 
and there had been no contact 
with the tower since the food was 
brought, the agency said. 

It quoted a released Jordanian 
passenger as saying there were 
five or six hijackers aboard the 
jetliner, wearing masks and 
armed with pistols and hand 
grenades. 

But a freed Filipino air hostess 
said there were seven to 10 
hijackers. 

Iranian Deputy Prime Mini- 
ster Ali Reza Moayyeri said on 
TV tonight that talks were con- 
tinuing between Iranian and 
Kuwaiti officials over the hijack- 
ing and he hoped for an incident- 
free-solution. 


“The latest developments in 
connection with the hijacked 
airliner were conveyed to the 
Kuwaiti delegation by our 
representatives,’' he said in an 
interview on Iranian Television 
from Mashhad. 

"They were also apprised of 
the demands of the hijackers and 
their viewpoint. These talks con- 
tinue and we are hopeful that as 
soon as possible we will be able to 
resolve this issue without any dif- 
ficulty, incident, or loss." 

Confnsion 

In Tehran, senior military 
spokesman Kama! Kharrazi told 
a news conference that the 
"hijackers’ identity is still not 
known to us. We only know that 
they speak Arabic and want the 
prisoners in Kuwait to be freed."

Bangkok 

orders 

probe 

BANGKOK, April 6. Agen- 
cies): Thai authorities have 
ordered a probe into security 
after Tuesday’s hijack of a 
Kuwaiti airliner on a flight from 
Bangkok airport, airport 
officials said today. 

"We have ordered an inves- 
tigation into all departments," 
said Charoon Pinthong, director 
of the Airport Authority of 
Thailand. 

Guarded 

The airliner had landed in 
Bangkok about noon on Mon- 
day and was "sealed" by airline 
officials and guarded by Thai 
security personnel under stan- 
dard procedure until its depar- 
ture 15 hours later. 

The manager of the Kuwait 
Airways office in Bangkok, Elias 
Shiber, told reporters security 
was “excellent, 1 50 per cent." 

The Dou Muang airport, 
where new international and 
domestic terminals opened last 
year, is one of the region's big- 
gest. 

"We still don’t know where the 
weapons came from or how they 
got there (on the plane) in the 
first place," said Charoon. 

"But we are looking for 
serious answers to our questions, 
though answers will more likely 
be found in Mashhad," he said. 
Investigated 

Charoon said the Airport 
Authority of Thailand was dou- 
ble-checking all personnel who 
were near the aircraft while it was 
parked. He said they investigated 
the airline’s caterer, ground 
mechanics and those who 
refuelled the jet. 

Immigration authorities at the 
airport also were going over the 
passenger list for suspected 
terrorists, be added. 

Charoon said two Kuwaiti 
passengers checked in at the 
departure counter shortly before 
takeoff, but he said one could not 
infer from this that they were 
involved in the hijacking. 

Arab Times yesterday repor- 
ted that four collaborators of the 
hijackers were arrested in Ban- 
gkok. They were identified as 
members of the Hezbollah, an 
Islamic fundamentalist group. 


Kuwait’s firm 
stand praised 


LONDON, April 6, (Agencies): 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher said today neither 
Britain norKu wait would bow to 
what she. called blackmail from 
hijackers holding 87 people 
aboard a Kuwaiti airliner in Iran. 

The US has praised the firm 
stand against the hijackers. 

“Kuwait are doing everything 
possible," Thatcher told repor- 
ters outside her London 
residence. “Their view on hijack- 
ings and on threats is the same as 
ours — we do not give in to 
blackmail because it only leads to 
further tragedies.” 

Thatcher said, however, 
negotiations should be held to 
secure the release of the hostages 
on the Boeing 747. 

Assured 

"I said one does not give in to 
blackmail. In other words, when 
they say 'This is what we want or 
else', you don’t give in," she said. 
“That does not mean you don't 
negotiate. People will be talkin g 
to them very carefully and very 
closely." 

Earlier, British Foreign Office 
Minister Lynda Chalker said the 
Kuwaiti government had 
assured Britain it would not 
make any deal with hijackers. 

“None whatsoever," Chalker 
told Independent Television 
News. “That was reaffirmed to 
me this morning by the Kuwaiti 
charge d'affaires here in London 
and I know it to be the policy of 
the Kuwaiti government" 

The hijackers have demanded 
the release of 1 7 prisoners held in 
Kuwaitiiails. 

The Kuwaiti Charge d'Af- 
faires, Dr Suhail Shubajber, was 
called to the British Foreign 
Office earlier in the day. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said Britain bad been told the 
Iranian authorities were co- 
operating with Kuwait. 

“We understand from the 
Kuwaitis that the Iranians are 
fulfilling their obligations,” the 
spokesman said. 

Chalker has already spoken to 


the Iranian Charge d'Affaires in 
London. Akhoond Zadeh Basti, 
and he was being summoned to 
the Foreign Office again later 
today, the spokesman said. 

Akhoond Zadeh said Tehran 
would make no concessions to 
hijackers to release the hostages. 

Humanitarian 

"Such an act is contrary Lo 
humanitarian principles and is 
categorically condemned by 
Iran. Iran is not going in any 
instance to give concessions." 

A British Foreign Office spok- 
esman said after Basti’s talks that 
Tehran had refused permission 
fora Swedish diplomat represen- 
ting British interests in Iran to 
travel to Mashhad. 

“We impressed upon Mr Basti 
the importance of the Swedish 
diplomat ... being able Lo enter 
Mashhad. He's been refused per- 
mission and we understand he is 
in Tehran," he said. 

Britain had also stressed to the 
charge d'affaires that Iranian 
authorities should not prevent 10 
British women freed by the 
hijackers today leaving Mash- 
had. 

British authorities were trying 
to contact the women, who were 
staying in a hotel in Mashhad. 
But communications to the city 
were disrupted. 

In Washington the Reagan 
administration praised Kuwait 
for not yielding to the demands 
of the hijackers. 

Rejected 

"We note that Kuwait has 
rejected the hijackers' demand, 
describing it as blackmail," US 
State Department spokeswoman 
Phillis Oakley told a press brief- 
ing. 

"The government of Kuwait 
has been firm in its refusal to 
yield to similar terrorist black- 
mail despite repeated attacks on 
their territory and citizens," 
Oakley added. 

"In this Kuwait has taken an 
exemplary position in the strug- 
gle against international terror- 
ism and we applaud them for iL" 


Morale high among stewardesses 


ir pirates holding 
‘fake passports’

. THE morale among K uwait Air- 
ways stewardesses off duty in 
Kuwait was high yesterday des- 
pite the sad predicament of their 
colleagues ou the fateful KU 422 
flight. 

Many volunteered to fly to 
Mashhad to bring the hijacked 
Boeing 747 back home. But their 
hearts went out to their 
colleagues in Mashhad. 

“We sympathise with them 
and we pray for them,” said two 
Moroccan stewardesses who 
have been working for Kuwait 
Airways For more than two years. 

Their colleague Manal, a 24- 
year-old Egyptian stewardess is 
one of the cabin crew on the 
hijacked plane. They felt par- 
ticularly concerned about 
another of their colleagues. 
"This was only her fourth or fifth 
flight,” said one of the Moroccan 


girls. 

Both air hostesses said the 
incident has not destroyed their 
confidence about Hying. 

“The risk goes with the job. 
We are prepared to face difficult 
situations” they said. 

Emergency 

lu fact while the drama in 
Mashhad was going on a group 
of 15 girls, seven Turkish and 
eight Tunisian, who arrived in 
Kuwait in January were being 
trained ou howto deal with emer- 
gency situations including 
hijacking as part of their three- 
mouth course which ends this 
month. 

"The training is very tough. 
Our i nstructors are highly skilled 
and demanding. We already feel 
that we can handle any situation 
including hijacking”, said a 20- 
year-old trainee stewardess from 
Istanbul. 

In addition to emergency 


procedures the trainees are 
taught how to deal with hijack- 
ers. 

"We are told not to get into 
confrontation with the hijackers 
and not to show our emotions”, 
said a Tunisian girl. 

Stewardesses under training 
said they sympathised with the 
crew of the KU 422 flight alth- 
ough they did not know them 
personally, but were not daunted 
by the incident 

Control 

"We know that Kuwait Air- 
ways has an accident free record. 
Incidents like this are beyond the 
airline’s control. But we have 
confidence in the airline's han- 
dling of the situation.” said the 
Turkish girl. 

The girls were in good spirit 
they displayed courage but also 
gave an impression that the 
incident added to the importance 
of their profession. 


The trainees rejected a notion 
that this was an inauspicious way 
to start a career. “Life goes on. 
My mother must be worried. 1 
am not" said the girl from Istan- 
bul. 

The release of women in 
Mashhad from the hijacked 
plane must have filled relatives, 
friendsand colleagues of the hos- 
tages with fresh hopes for their 
safe return home. But the great 
majority of passengers who 
boarded the fateful plane in Ban- 
gkok on Tuesday morning were 
still held captive lasl night and 
the news was too slow in coming 
for the fear- stricken relations. 

A number of children whose 
parents are held hostage have 
shown remarkable presence of 
mind in a situation they have 
□ever faced before. 

Among them is HaraJd 
Degeorgi, a University student in 
Vienna whose parents Josef and

DIPLOMATS in Kuwait were 
yesterday tryingto piece together 
information from different sour- 
ces regarding the identity of the 
hijackers. 

A European diplomat quoting 
a Kuwaiti source told the Arab 
Times that some Kuwaiti 
officials were inclined to believe 
that there are six hijackers on the 
KU 422, four holding Bahraini 
and two holding Iraqi passports. 
Response 

But officials from Bahrain and 
Iraq denied that the six were their 
nationals suggesting that they 
were holding forged passports, 
the envoy said. 

An Arab diplomat said that 
several ambassadors with a keen 
interest in the incident held a 
meeting yesterday morning to 
discuss the identify of the hijack- 
ers. It was suggested at that meet- 
ing that the six held fake pass- 
ports. 


Commenting on the Iranian 
response to hijacking, the 
European diplomat said that 
Tehran appeared to be annoyed 
by the incident and was trying to 
be helpful. This, he said, was not 
surprising as Iran has been trying 
to draw sympathy from theinter- 
national community. If it is the 
Shiites who hijacked the plane 
then Iran may be in a position to 
exercise some leverage, the envoy 
said. "I don't expect that the 
Shiites would try to create more 
trouble for Iran” he said. 

He said Kuwait's refusal to 
give in to the demands for the 
release of 17 political prisoners 
held in Kuwait was commenda- 
ble, particularly in view of the 
fact that some Western countries 
failed to show the same deter- 
mination. 

A Western diplomat was of the 
opinion that Kuwait would 
stand firm in its decision not to 
negotiate the release of the 17 
prisoners, but admitted that the 
situation is extremely delicate. 


Sikhs claim ali of 
India as Khalistan 


AMRITSAR, April 6, (Agen- 
cies): A prominent Sikh 

extremist leader claims that the 
whole of India, apart from Kash- 
mir and north-eastern states is 
Khalistan. Jagir Singh has 
produced a map on which Delhi 
is renamed Dasmeshnagar (dry 
of the 1 0th Guru) and its airport 
Beant Singh International in 
memory of one of Indira Gand- 
hi’s assassins. 

Police have registered a case 
against Jagir Singh, the chief 
rpekesman of the five-member 
Sikh Panlhic Committee, for 
publishing the map. 

He has been charged with dis- 
torting the constitutionally 
approved map of India and 
creating ill-wili among different 
communities by his act. 

Besides changing the names of 
various places, the map showed 
Jammu and Kashmir state as 
Pakistani territory. 

The map was displayed on Jan 
26 in Sikh's holiest shrine, the 


Golden Temple in Amritsar. 

Jagir Singh and his followers 
discuss not just creating an 
independent state in North 
India's Punjab — but of going on 
to conquer practically the whole 
country. 

"We Sikhs contributed 96 per 
cent of those killed in India's 
freedom struggle — we are enti- 
tled to 96 per cent of its land.” 

The enormity of the claim 
would be ludicrous were it not for 
the realities in Punjab: 600 killed 
in the separatist struggle in 1 986, 
1,200 lasl year,600sofar in 1988. 

“We willkill Rajiv Gandhi, we 
will kill Ray, we will kill Ribeiro 
and all the other officials — it is 
just a matter of time." Jagir 
Singh said.

MOSCOW, April 6, (Reuter): 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev flew to Tashkenu the capital 
of the Soviet central Asian 
Republic of Uzbekistan, for a 
meeting with Afghan President 
Najibullah, Moscow Radio 
reported today. 

The radio said Najibullah 
arrived in Tashkent with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze, who had been in 
Kabul since Sunday for talks on 
ending the nme-year-old war in 
Afghanistan and a withdrawal of 
Soviet troops. 

“General Secretary Mikhail 
Gorbachev has arrived in the 
Uzbek capital Tashkent for a 
meeting with Afghan President 
Najibullah. Meanwhile 
Najibullah has also arrived in 
Tashkent,” the radio said. Jtgave 
no details of their agenda.

War of the cities flares up 


NICOSIA April 6, (Agencies): 
Iraq's gunners fired a salvo of 
four missiles into Tehran today 
while their warplanes bombed 
eight other Iranian cities, killing 
at least 40 civilians, as Iranians 
prepared for parliamentary elec- 
tions. 

Iran said it fired two missiles 
into “military centres" in Bagh- 
dad in retaliation and shelled 
Iraqi border towns as the so- 
c^IJed “war of the cities" inten- 
sified two days before Iranians 
go to the polls. 

Missile 

The Iraqis said their fighter- 
bombers hit a “very large 
maritime targeL” which usually 
means a supertanker, near Iran's 
Lavan island oil terminal in the 
central Gulf during the night. 

There was no immediate 
independent confirmation of the 
latest reported strike in the so- 
called “tanker war," an offshoot 
of the 7- 1 /2-year -old Gulf war. 

The official Iraqi News 


Agency, reported only one Iran- 
ian missile exploding in Bagh- 
dad, saying it hit a residential 
neighbourhood in the evening, 
killing several civilians. 

Iran's official Islamic 
Republic News Agency, said five 
short-range missiles were also 
fired into Iraq'sembattled south- 
ern port of Basra. 

it said its anti-aircraft missiles 
batteries shot down a Soviet- 
built Iraqi MiG-23 jet and a Suk- 
hoi SU-22 fighter-bomber dur- 
ing two of the bombing raids. 

It said the MiG pilot was' 
killed, but there was no 
immediate word on the Sukhoi 
pilot. Iraqi communiques, not- 
ing Air Force jets and helicopter 
gunships flew nore than 200 
combat missions today, said only 
one plane was lost. 

Wednesday's Iraqi barrage 
was one of the heaviest in recent 
days in the so-called "war of the 
cities" and was seen as Bagh- 
dad’s response to an Iranian 


push into the northeastern 
mountains of Kurdistan. 

Tehran's official Islamic 
Republic News Agency reported 
that Iranian Air Force fighters 
carried out six attacks on Iraqi 
troop concentrations north of 
the Iranian bridgehead around 
the strategic lake Darbandikhan. 

Shelled 

It said Iranian artillery shelled 
the nearby provincial capital of 
Sulaimaniyeh, including a power 
station, as fighting continued in 
the region 75 miles ( 1 20 kms)east 
or Iraq's big Kirkuk oilfields. 

Iranian Prime Minister H os- 
sein Mousavi charged that the 
Iraqis were stepping up their mis- 
sile and air strikes to disrupt elec- 
tions for Iran’s ‘270-seat Majlis 
(parliament) elections scheduled 
for Friday. 

Irna. quoted him as saying: 
“These raids will fail to prevent 
the elections. On the contrary, it

MILWAUKEE, April 6, 
(Reuter): Massachusetts Gover- 
nor Michael Dukakis is back in 
front of the Democratic 
presidential race after solidly 
defeating civil rights leader Jesse 
Jackson in the party’s Wisconsin 
presidential primary yesterday. 

With three-quarters of the 
vote counted, Dukakis held a 47 
to 29 per cent lead over Jackson. 
Tennessee Senator Albert Gore 
had 17 per cent and Illinois Sen- 
ator Paul Simon five.per cent. 

Surprised 

Dukakis, who lost to Jackson 
in Michigan party, caucuses on 
March 26 and finished a poor 
third-place in Illinois on March 
15, is hoping to follow up his 
Wisconsin triumph with wins in 
New York, Pennslyyania, and 
Ohio on successive weeks start- 
ing April 19. 

“Obviously , I’m delighted at 
the results" Dukakis said at a 
news conference in New York 
city. 


His margin surprised many 
political analysts. 

Both men have vowed to avoid 
personal attacks on each other. 

"We have no interest in cutting 
each other up,” Dukakis told the 
Cable News network television. 
“It can be a good race, a friendly 
race.” 

Jackson told CBS television 
tha t he was more concerned with 
defeating Vice President George 
Bush, the certain Republican 
nominee, in the November gen- 
eral election. 


Surveys 


“Our competition is really not 
each other. It is George Bush and 
we're going to keep our eyes on 
the real prize.” 

But Dukakis's performance 
should ease concern among 
party leaders that Jackson, the 
first black man to make a major 
bid for the presidency, might 
capture the no mina tion but be 
trounced in the general election 


because of anti-black bias and his 
ultra-liberal views. 

A variety of recent surveys 
show Jackson losing by up to 25 
points to Bush. The same surveys 
show Dukakis in a close race with 
the Vice President. 

The Wisconsin vote came on 
the heels of Colorado's caucuses 
on Monday night, where Duk- 
akis won a slim victory. Tabula- 
tion of the results were so slow 
that the winner could not be 
determined untS late yesterday. 

With 80 per cent of the precin- 
cts from that state's caucuses 
reporting, Dukakis had 44 per 
cent of the delegates who will 
attend county conventions next 
■month. Jackson had 38 per cent. 
Gore had 2 per cent and 16 per 
cent was undecided- While Duk- 
akis seemed certain to win the 
delegate race in Colorado, the 
final delegate difference between 
the governor and Jackson was

Mubarak urges Shultz 
to continue efforts 



CAIRO, April 6, (Reuter): Egyp- 
tian President Hosni Mubarak 
discuss ed the new US Middle 
East initiative with Secretary of 
State George Shultz today and 
urged him to continue his peace 
efforts.

BELGRADE, April 6, (Reuter): 
Former Yugoslav Vice- 
President Hamdija Pozderac, 
toppled last year in a major fin- 
ancial scandal, died today of a 
stroke, the state news agency 
Tanjugsaid. 

Pozderac resigned last Sep- 
tember after his name was black- 
ened in a scandal involving 
almost SI billion worth of false 
domestic bonds. 

He died in Sarajevo, capital of 
the central Yugoslav Republic 
Bosnia-Herzegovina, his home 
region. 

Political sources who knew the 
family well said Pozderac had 
been emotionally and physically 
devastated by the affair and had 
been in ill health for several mon- 
ths. 

Pozderac, 64, was admitted to 
hospital several days ago after a 
stroke and never recovered. 

His brother Hakija, 69, also 
once a powerful politician in 
Bosnia, is awaiting trial in con- 
nection with the scandal, in 
which a Bosnian agro-industrial 
firm, Agrokomerc, issued almost 
SI billion worth of false promis- 
sory notes.

Hezbollah's strength in

In a separate clash on Tuesday 
in southern Lebanon, Palestin- 
ian commandos attempting to 
infiltrate northern Israel clashed 
twice with Israeli patrols in 
firefighrs that left several com- 
batants dead or wounded, both 
sides reported. 

Israel said at least two com- 
mandos were killed in the battles, 
while a Palestinian spokesman 
said three Israeli soldiers were 
killed.

The high-collared suit popular- 
ised by Mao Tse-Tung is still 
worn by many older Chinese 
men, but younger Chinese 
favour Western suits. 

“Senior leader Deng Xiaoping 
always wears Mao suits, but 
younger leaders, including 
Communist Party chief Zhao 
Ziyang and acting Premier Li 
Peng, frequently appear in 
well-tailored Western suits.-- •' 
Television viewers were startled 
in February when a newsca- 
ster wore a "Mao suit on the 
evening news broadcast 
several nights in a row. 

Change 

Some wondered if the change 
from the announcer’s usual 
Western suits to the con- 
servative Mao suit indicated a 
change in the political 
climate. 

However, the announcer retur- 
ned to wearing the Western 
suits and gave no explanation 
for the change. 

“In the past, there were very few 
young men who bought Mao 
suits, but now they are our 
main customers,” one sales- 
clerk in Wuhan was quoted as 
saying. 


Libya signs 
cooperation 
agreement 
with Tunisia 

BEIRUT, April 6, (Reuter): 
Libya and Tunisia have signed a 
cooperation pact covering 
political, cultural, economic and 
foreign relations, the official 
Libyan news agency Jana said 
today. 

Jana, monitored in Beirut, 
said the. agreement included 
cooperation in education, trans- 
port, industry, energy, agricul- 
ture and trade. 

It said the pact, signed last 
night, was the result of discus- 
sions in Tripoli between Tun- 
isian Prime Minister Hedi Bac- 
couche and Libyan officials. 

The accord comes after a _ 
period of improving ties since 
last December when the two 
countries resumed diplomatic 
relations following a visit by 
Libyan leader Muammar Khad- 
dafi to Tunis. 

Jana quoted Baccouche, who 
arrived in Libya on Sunday, as 
saying: “This agreement will be 
the new beginning of an ideal 
bilateral cooperation which will 
be a strong base to accomplish 
the unity of the Maghreb and 
Arab countries.” 

It said the Tunisian Prime 
Minister had returned home. 
The pact provided for projects to 
install pipelines to transport oil 
from Libya to Tunisia and for 
distribution of Tunisian oil by 
Libyan companies, Jana said. 

The pact also gave Tunisians 
priority for jobs in Libya and 
settled a row over Tripoli's 
expulsion in 1985 of hundreds of 
Tunisian workers.

Aquino dismisses 
Hohasan coup hint 


MANILA, April 6, (Reuter J: 
President Aquino and her 
defence chief today brushed off 
■ strong hints of a new coup 
attempt by the Philippines' rebel, 
saying he lacked popular sup- 
port. 

The government, responding 
swiftly to a statement today by 
Colonel Gregorio "Gringo” 
Honasan calling on soldiers loyal 
to him to “act and act boldly,” 
said the fugitive officer's appeal 
had propaganda value only. 

Honasan. who almost toppled 
Aquino's government in a 
violent coup attempt last 
August, escaped from a prison 
ship on Saturday after bribing 
guards, days before he was due to 
face court martial. 

Confidence 

“I think the Filipino people 
will definitely go against Hon- 
asan and he will not be able to get 
any support,” Aquino told 
reporters. 

Defence Secretary Fidel 
Ramos described Honasan's 
statement, which made no direct 
mention of a coup, as a threat but 
added: “Honasan's group is now 
only capable of mounting 


propaganda.” 

Aquino, despite fears of a new 
coup attempt following Hon- 
asan's escape, underscored her 
confidence by announcing she 
will go ahead with a visit to China 
next week, her first overseas trip 
in 17 months. 

However, Western military 
attaches said Honasan might 
make some move before the trip, 
throwing Aquino's plans into 
disarray. 

One military source said Hon- 
asan had lost much of his earlier 
support in the military but was 
capable of rebuilding iL ’He’ll 
probably just keep the ‘psy-ops' 
(psychological operations) going 
and keep the pressure on,” he 
said. 

In his first statement since 
escaping, Honasan said a pledge 
made last November not to 
engage in any hostile acts against 
Aquino no longer held. 

“We are now withdrawing 
that declaration," he said. 

Signed ’Gringo' thestatement 
was delivered to foreign news 
agencies by sources within Hon- 
asan's once-powerful Reform 
the Armed Forces Movement.

BRUSSELS, April 6, (Reuter): 
The chronic imbalance in world 
food supplies — with parts of 
Africa facing famine while 
Europe and the United States 
bicker over ways to stop produc- 
ing more than they can eat or sell 
— will dominate a conference 
opening at the European 
Parliament on Thursday. 

Lord Plumb, president of the 
European Parliament and him- 
self a fanner, will preside over the 
two-day meeting of experts on 
agriculture and development 
and representatives from more 
than 100 countries. 

Plumb told journalists most 
people's instinctive reaction to 
the problem of starvation along- 
side overabundance was that rich 


countries should simply ship 
their surpluses to help ease hun- 
ger. 

But while there was always a 
place for emergency aid, dump- 
ing unwanted surpluses in poor 
countries does not solve their 
problems in the long term. Far- 
mers there cannot compete with 
prices artifitialJy depressed by 
subsidies and have no incentive 
to stay on the land. 

Instead, less developed coun- 
tries need appropriate tech- 
nology and training to achieve 
self-sufficiency, he said. 

Agriculture has dominated the 
latest round of talks within 
GATT (General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade) to remove- 
trade barriers. 
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Sudan marks day 
of Nimeiri’s ouster 


1 KHARTOUM. April 6, 
(Reuter): Sudan today marked 
the third anniversary of the ous- 
ter of dictator J a afar Nimeiri 
embroiled in a political crisis cas- 
ting shadow over its Western- 
style democracy. 

Nimeiri. in power for 1 6 years, 
was toppled by the military after 
a wave of protests orchestrated 
by Lrade unions and students 
paved the way for a coup on 
April 6. 1985. 

The military made good their 
promise to hold elections, which 
brought in Prime Minister Sadeq 
Al Mahdi at the helm of a fragile 
coalition between his Umma 
Party, the Democratic Unionist 
Party (DUP) and small southern 
Sudanese parties. 

The coalition broke up eight 
months ago after a series of jolts 
in Umma-DUP relations, but the 
cabinet continued to function 
under an agreement between 
Mahdi and DUP patron 
Mohammed Osman Al Mirgh- 
ani. 

Mahdi touched off a political 
storm last month when he 
threatened to quit if parliament 
rejected a reform plan for the 
remaining two years before the 
next election. 

Mahdi said if the plan were 
approved, he would form a new 
broad-based government to 
tackle Sudan's economic and 
security problems. 

In an on-and-off parliamen- 
tary debate which began on 


March 30. all parlies except 
UmmaslaLed their opposition to 
giving Mahdi a renewed man- 
date. 

While the proposals have yet 
to come to a vote, legislators have 
seized on the debate to criticise 
the government's record since 
taking office in May !986 as one 
of consistent failures. 

They blamed it for failing to 
end the four-year-old civil war in 
the south, maintain law and 
order in rural areas and improve 
Lhe lot of Sudan's 23 million peo- 
ple. 

Consultation on formation of 
a new government have made 
little headway. The local press 
reports the DUP was demanding 
Mahdi withdraw his reform plan 
before it would join a new coali- 
tion. Ununa has rejected the 
DUP demand. 

Efforts to draw the National 
Islamic Front (NIF) into the 
. proposed government are run- 
ning into opposi Lion from within 
Umma and the DUP. mainly 
over the front's demands for the 
return to the rigorous Islamic 
Sharia. 

The laws were introduced by 
Nimeiri in 1983 but theirapplica- 
tion has been relaxed since his 
overthrow. 

The deadlocked negotiations 
have revived memories of inter- 
party squabbling in 1958 and 
1969 and the inability of 
politicians to address the coun- 
try's problems. 


New US pressure 
to oust Noriega 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif., 
April 6, (Reuter): The Reagan 
administration is encouraging 
Panama's military to get rid of 
strongman General Manuel 
Antonio Noriega, while at the 
same time considering new. US 
measures that could force 1 his 
oiuter. 

*We are examining additional 
pressure that might be brought to 
bear on General Noriega," 
National Security AdviseT Colin 
PoweU said. 

“As part of that examination, 
we would certainly be including 
military activities, economic 
activities, diplomatic activities.” 
Powell told reporters in Califor- 
nia where President Reagan is on 
vacation. 

Powell, though acknowledg- 
ing that US sanctions so far have 
not succeeded in ousting 
Noriega, would not say when 
Reagan might decide to impose 
new measures. 

Noriega, who has been indic- 
ted in the United States on drug 


trafficking charges, is head of the 
Panama Defence Forces (PDF) 
and has been Panama's de facto 
ruler since 1983. 

A senior US official also told 
reporters Washington would do 
all it could to encourage a 
military coup against Noriega 
but stressed it was not actively 
involved in fomenting military 
action against the general. 

The official, who asked not to 
be identified, said there were new 
reports of discontent within the 
PDF and Noriega's control has 
eroded somewhat in the past 
month. 

US force 

“And every effort we can take 
to foster that discontent in the 
PDF, 1 can assure you. we are 
taking,” he said. 

In another part of the US 
strategy, part of a contingent of 
some 1 ,300 fresh US security for- 
ces flew to Panama yesterday to 
increase security at American 
military bases and around the 
Panama Canal.

Study on child abuse 
necessary: Al Ibrahim 


THE director of the 'Kuwait 
Arab Child Development 
Society, Dr Hasson Al Ibrahim, 
said it was important to conduct 
a study on (mild abuse cases in 
Kuwait before thinking of a law 
to protect abused children. 

He said a law was only 
required if child abuse was a big 
problem in a country's society. 

He urged officials to establish' 
a 24 hour hot line to receive tele- 
phone calls from children, point- 
ing out that this could prevent 
many child abuse cases. 

The chairwoman of the 
Women's Cultural Society, 
Lulwa Al Qatami, said it was 
essential to have a law to protect 
abused children, and that the law 
should be severe on child 
abusers. 

She said that women's 
societies did not have any legal 
authority and could not control 
families. Their role was to help 
and cooperate with the govern- 
ment in cultural fields. 

A lawyer, Adrian Al Wari, said 
that Kuwait’s criminal laws were 
dear and applied to all residents, 
including parents. 

He said it was the duty of doc- 
tors to report any child abuse 


cases, and the duty of social wel- 
fare workers to refer all such 
cases to the authorities. Neigh- 
bours and others who came 
across child abuse cases should 
report them immediately, he 
added. 

Al Wari said that the child 
abuse problem was worldwide, 
and it was therefore necessary to 
protect children. 

He said that most laws in Arab 
states neglected this matter. He 
said there had been several 
efforts made to detect child abuse 
cases in Kuwait, butno studies or 
statistics were available. 

Mental diseases 

The head of the psychological 
unit at the Mental Diseases Hos- 
pital in Kuwait, Dr Bothayna 
Maqhawi, conducted field 
research in 1985-86, and dealt 
with 1 00 cases of child abuse. 

According to the report, five 
per cent were subjected to 
violence and hardship and 40 
percent were punished by slap- 
ping. 

She emphasised that violence 
and harsh treatment of child era 
occurred jn most countries. 

She said it was clear there were 
child abuse cases in Kuwait. - 


She said that using violence 
would cause many psychological 
problems for children. Many 
abused children suffer from 
nightmares and fears that will 
create an unbalanced personality 
in the future. 

She said that moral punish- 
ment of children was far better 
than physical p unishm ent. She 
said that slapping a child would 
weaken the personality and 
create fear. 

Most abused children had 
bad-tempered mothers or moth- 
ers. who took out their anger on 
the children. 

She said that social workers al 
schools complained that families 
were not cooperative, adding 
that child abuse cases required 
cooperation from families. 

The acting director of the psy- 
chological service department at 
the Education Ministry, Fatima 
Rashid, said steps could not be 
taken because child abuse was 
rare, or rather there were no stat- 
istics to prove such incidents. 

She said that protection of 
children should be the respon- 
sibility of the law and courts, and 
called for a law to protect chil- 
dren from abuse.

Social differences, high dowries 
force Kuwaitis to remain single 


THE differences in social levels 
and high dowries were among the 
reasons that people remained 
single in Kuwait, according to a 
local newspaper. 

A Kuwaiti youth. Hamdan Al 
Ainizi, told the newspaper that 
travelling to European countries 
where women had more freedom 
than Kuwaiti women 
encouraged more Kuwaitis to 
marry foreigners. He added that 
social norms and pressures did 
not give Kuwaiti women an 
opportunity to mature. 

He also said that most Kuwaiti 
youths felt proud to marry 
foreigners even though they 
knew that marriages ■ among 
Arab couples lasted longer. 

Cautious 

Samiya Al Mudhi said that 
friendship between men and 
women was out of the question in 
Kuwait's social traditions. If a 
woman allowed herself such a 
step, then men would say she was 
too free, and not suitable to 


marry. 

She said that Kuwaiti men 
exaggerated when they said that 
Kuwaiti women demanded high 


dowries. Actually they were mos- 
tly afraid of the responsibilities 
of marriage. 

Manal Swiatsaid that Kuwaiti 
youths avoided marrying well 
educated women, and educated 
women had less chance of an 
early marriage. 

Suod Al Maili said that 
Islamic societies preferred peo- 
ple to marry young. A woman 
who had a university education 
before marriage was considered 
different by men who tended to 
be more cautious with them. 

Dalai Al Ghanem said that 
most working women created an 
environment that could delay her 
marriage, adding that most 
working women didn't think of 
marriage, and this also applied to 
men. She said men preferred to 
be free, specially those who 
travelled abroad a lot. 

Divorces 

According to statistics, most 
good marriages were between 
couples 25 to 30 years old. By this 
age most youths are intellec- 
tually mature and had completed 
their education. This was sup- 
ported by 1986 statistics. 


Figures showed that 1,798 
Kuwaiti youths between 25 and 
30 years had married, including 
1 ,660 married to one wife, 128 to 
two wives and ten to three wives. 


There were 6,676 marriages 
among Kuwaitis of all ages in 
1986. Of these, 5,731 were 
marriages between Kuwaitis, 
833 between Kuwaiti men and 
Arab women, and 1 13 of Kuwaiti 
men to foreign women. 

There were 1,866 divorces in 
the same year, including 526 
among those married for a year 
and 289 among those married for 
five to ten years. 

Dr Kafya Ramadan said 
social traditions and restrictive 
family control of both boys and 
girls were the main cause of this 
problem. 

She urged families to facilitate 
meetings between single persons, 
saying this would help them to 
choose partners. r - 

She said parents and other 
relatives should ask the views of 
their daughters before getting 
them married and should give 
them an opportunity to state 
their views.

Muhanna, has. said that his 
department had finalised a study 
on an increase of tuition fees at 
private schools. 

He also told a local newspaper 
that the department was still 
studying the possibility of unify- 
ing the contracts of teachers at 
private schools. 

He said that school owners 
had demanded an increase in tui- 
tion fees to meet the needs of the 
schools and keep up with the 
advances in education. He said 
the last increase in tuition fees 
was in 1982. 

Asked whether the study had 


determined any sped fic increase, 
Al Muhanna said that a report 
clarifying the objectives and jus- 
tification for the increase had 
been referred to the under- 
secretaries council at the ministry 
and the coundl had the right to 
determine a specific increase or 
reject the proposal. 

Contracts 

Al Muhanna said that the 
Union of Private Schools had 
recently submitted a study about 
the teachers' unified contract, 
and added that the private 
education department and the 
Social Affairs and Labour Min- 
istry was still considering ike 
proposed contract in order to 


reach a unified formula tha t took 
the teachers’ interests into 
account and that would avoid 
any problem between teachers 
and school owners in future. 

He said that a proposal that 
teachers should be given two 
months salary instead of three 
for the summer vacation had 

never been discussed. He stressed 
that teachers had the right to 
their salary for the three months 
summer vacation as well as the 1 5 
days of the spring vacation. 

He said that a ministerial 
decision had placed the ban on 
tutorial courses by private ins- 
titutes and the ban could be lifted 
only by another ministerial 
decision.

Hijacking bears 
stamp of militants

BAHRAIN, (Reuter): The* 

hijacking of a Kuwaiti airliner to 
Iran on Tuesday bears the hall- 
mark of pro- Irani an militants, . 
but Tehran has been at pains to 
distance itself from the Arabic- 
speaking gunmen and keep chan- 
nels open to Kuwait 

Western diplomats in the Gulf 
said Iran’s leaders, stung by char- 
ges from Washington that they 
were behind the six-day hijack of 
a Kuwaiti Airbus to Tehran in 
1984, had been particularly anx- 
ious to avoid fresh accusations of 
collusion. 

The identity of the half-dozen 
gunmen who seized the Kuwait 
Airways Boeing 747 over the 
Gulf of Oman on Tuesday and 
forced it to fly to Mashhad in 
northeastern Iran remained 
unclear. 

But one Muslim security 
source in the Middle East said he 
believed there was a possible link 
with the Islamic Jihad group hol- 
ding American and French hos- 
tages in Lebanon. 

He said the hijackers of the 
airliner and some Lebanese kid- 
nappers both appeared tobepur- 
sui ng the same goals. 

Demand 

The hijackers demanded the 
release of 17 militants jailed in 
Kuwait, the same demand as the 
men who commandered the 
Kuwaiti plane in December 1984 
and killed two US Aid officials 
onboard. 

Islamic Jihad, a pro-Iranian 
Muslim group which burst on the 
scene in 1983 by blowing up the 
US embassy in West Beirut, 
demanded the release of the 1 7 in 
October 1986 in exchange for 
three Frenchmen it holds. 

It said later it would free all its 
foreign captives in return for the 
17. That would include two 
Americans, journalists Terry 
Anderson and University dean 
ThomasSutherfand. r 

Throughout the latest hijack- 
ing, Iran has kept lines of com- 
munication open with Kuwait, 
where concern has been height- 
ened because three of about 80 
passengers and crew still on the 
plane belong to the Kuwaiti 
royal family. 


One sick Jordanian passenger 
aHd 24 women have been 
released. 

The 1984 hijacking ended 
when Iranian security forces 
stormed the plane and captured 
four gunmen unharmed. 

Iran and Kuwait have adopted 
a conciliatory attitude towards 
each otherduring the new hijack- 
ing, although, with the plane on 
Iranian soil, diplomats said 
Kuwait had little realistic alter- 
native. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Ale bar Velayati expressed regret 
over the hijack. 

The airlin er was diverted over 
the Gulf of Oman and, according 
to the Iranian news agency Irna, 
landed at Mashhad after the pilot 
radioed he was running out of 
fuel. 

But aviation experts in the 
Gulf said they doubted if it would 
have run out of fuel so quickly 
despite circling the airport before 
being allowed to land. 

“It almost certainly had fuel 
for two hours flying time — that 
would take it 1,000 miles (1,600 
km),"' one source said. 

Whether or not the hijackers 
knew they had three members of 
the Kuwaiti royal family on 
board, the decision to direct the 
plane to Mashhad appeared to 
nave been carefully planned. 

The city, tucked away in the 
northeastern comer of Iran, is 
one of the holiest in Iran and the 
burial place of an -8th century 
Shi’ite imam, Ali Ibn Musa A1 
Ridah. 

Relations 

Kuwait, a strong backer of 
Baghdad in its war with Tehran, 
was singled out for Iranian 
attacks last year as first its oil 
tankers and then its mainland 
came under fire. 

But relations had shown signs 
of improving this year. 

Kuwait has been shaping up to 
send two diplomats to Tehran if

This would 1 reestablish its 
diplomatic presence in the Iran- 
ian capital for the first time since 
its embassy was ransacked foll- 
owing the deaths of Iranian pil- 
grims in demonstrations in Mak- 
kah during last year's annual haj 
pilgrimage. 


Khaddafi permits 
reforms in Libya

TRIPOLI, Libya, (AP): Moam- 
mar Khaddafi is permitting some 
long-awaited, though small, 
steps to improve Libya's econ- 
omy and is also calling for greater 
personal liberty. 

Meanwhile, two years after a 
US bombing raid shocked the 
nation, the Libyan government 
has reportedly indicated it wants 
to maintain channels of com- 
munication to Washington. * 

“And it's true, right, that 
Reagan can't become president 
again?” asked a Libyan military 
man, confident that life is look- 
ing up for his countrymen. 

Khaddafi has denounced 
Reagan as the villain behind the 
April 15, 1986, bombing, which 
Libyans say killed the colonel's 
baby daughter and 36 other peo- 
ple. 

Such rhetoric, and incidents of 
violence between the two coun- 
tries, has drawn worldwide 
attention. But within Libya, it 
has served largely to distract 
attention from an economy 
badly needing direction, 
especially after the falling oil 
prices of recent years had flat- 
tend Libya's plump cushion of 
petroleum income. The global 
theatre also overshadowed the 
growing dema nds of Libyan con- 
sumers. 

Businesses 

Now Khaddafi seems bent on 
ensuring his popularity by 
improving life for nis more then 
3,5 million countrymen in the 
North African nation. There is a 
new emphasis on small busines- 
ses, distribution of consumer 
goods and the rule of law. 

The mercurial colonel came to 
power in a 1969 coup and is now 
simply called “the leader” by 
Libyans. 

Some observers think the 45- 
year-old Khaddafi may have 
decided to reform his virulent 
anti-Americanism, which 
sometimes made him an easy tar- 
get of US outrage. Others think 
Khaddafi may also have been 
affected by an Amnesty Inter- 
national appeal in July to end an 
alleged policy of assassination 
opposition figures. 


While slogans denouncing 
purported American aggression 
are still plastered on buildings, 
one diplomat says that there has 
been a quiet exchange of mes- 
sages between the US and Libyan 
governments indicating a desire, 
if not to improve relations, at 
least to keep channels open. 

Order 

Despite a US order forbidding 
Americans to work in Libya, 
diplomats estimate about 500 US 
citizens still five in Libya, which 
pays big salaries to skilled 
foreign workers. 

Diplomats, businessmen and 
the few Libyans willing to give 
their reading on what's happen- 
ing spoke on condition r»f anon- 
ymity. 

There are several signs Khad- 
dafi may also have decided to 
push for a more liberal economy. 

A Tripoli newspaper last 
month reported that small busin- 
esses are now permitted to 
import items, such as automobile 
parts, previously allowed only 
for government-franchise hol- 
ders. and sell them at a profit. 
Bureaucrats were apparently 
told to improve distribution of 
consumer goods, and more 
private businesses were allowed 
to operate. 

Insisting repeatedly that 
Libyans must produce for them- 
selves, Khaddafi has tried to 
reduce dependence on imports, 
especially after Libya's oil reven- 
ues dropped dramatically from a 
1980 peak of S22 billion. 

Revenue 

By 1986, lower oil prices saw 
annual revenue plummet to less 
than $6 billion. Prospects for 
slightly higher oil prices this year 
could put income at about S6.5 
billion. 

On Tripoli’s shopping streets, 
business seems to have grown 
over the past year. Freshly 
slaughtered fat chickens hang 
from doorways enticing cus- 
tomers. 

Women — some shrouded 
head-lo-toe in white cotton, oth- 
ers in form-fitting, olive green 
military pants and jackets — 
examine satin-striped fabric, 
while men try out imported cal- 
culators.

Benazir reigns as queen of opposition 


Pakistan People’s Party in turmoil

ISLAMABAD, (AP): Benazir 
Bhutto, political archrival of 
President Mohammad Zia Ul- 
Haq, still reigns as queen of Pak- 
istan's political opposition. But 
the party she leads has seen better 
days. 

The Pakistan People’s Party, 
which she inherited from her late 
father, Prime Minister Zulfikar 
Ali Bhutto, has been wracked in 
recent months by political infigh- 
ting, an ideological shift and a 
poor showing in local elections. 

Nevertheless, Benazir Bhutto 
is determined to pull her grass- 
roots movement back together 
for national elections scheduled 
for- 1990. - ... < 

Patrician 

Millions turned out in April 
1986 when Benazir, now 34, 
returned to her homeland from 
two years of voluntary exile in 
London. The adoring masses lik- 
ened her to the Philippines' 
Corazon Aquino and believed 
she also would ride to power on 
the shoulders of a “people's 
power” revolution. 

Two years later, her critics say 
her policies are hard to differen- 
tiate from those of the Zia gover- 


nment. They claim that her 
autocratic leadership, patrician 
lifestyle and overtures toward 
the United States run counter to 
the PPFs traditions. 

It was Zia who overthrew Ben- 
azir's father in a 1977 military 
coup and had him hanged two 
years later. Zia, Chief of Army 
Staff, ruled under martial law 
until the end of 1985, when a 
civilian government was elected 
in a poll that barred political par- 
ties. 

Since then, Zia and his prime 
minister, Mohammad Khan 
Junejo, have restored a number 
of fundamental civil rights and 
lifted censorship of the press. 

Benazir says the recent criti- 
cism of her is simply a subtler - 
form of repression exercised by 
what is now an indirect military 
government. 

“In the first years of overt 
military rule, the name of the 
Bhutto family was not allowed to 
appear in the press,” she said in 
an interview. 

“The new target, since the last 
two years, is to flood newspapers 
with stories on Benazir ana flood 
them with distorted stories 
attacking my capabilities, 
attacking my leadership,” she 
added.

However, many of her critics^ 
are current %nd • former - party * ■?: 
members, some of whom have ' ' 
left the PPP since working for her 
father. 

“Benazir is a complete mis- 
tress unto herself, seldom con- 
sidering it necessary to consult 
the central committee on major 
issues,” wrote PPP member Ayaz 
Amir in the magazine The 
Herald. 

Nevertheless, even her critics 
admit the party is no less 
democratic than it was when her 
father was alive. It is still a party 
of the Bhutto family, built 


around the charisma of Zulfikar 
Ali Bhutto and perpetuated by 
his martyrdom. 

Benazir takes more seriously 
the criticism of her changing 
policies — especially her pro- 
Americanism and her shift away 
from her father's socialist ideals. 

“Pakistan is in a period of 
transition,” she said. “We don't 
have a direct military rule, we 
have an indirect military rule, or 
we have the iron fist in the velvet 
glove.

Unrest undermines 
Dhaka’s economy 


World Health Day today

DHAKA, (DP A): A half year of 
natural disasters and political 
unrest have badly shaken Ban- 
gladesh’s economy, though one 
would hardly guess so from the 
imperturbable demeanour of the 
Dhaka government. 

Last year floods swept the 
delta nation, one of the poorest 
and most over-populated on 
earth. This year a series of 
damaging general strikes against 
President Hussain Muhammad 
Ershad’s government seriously 
set back growth. 

Bangladesh began under-per- 
forming in the financial year end- 
ing July 1, 1987. Its economic 
growth in that period sagged to 
4.4 per cent, below the targeted 
5-1 percent. 

The came the disastrous floods 
of August and September 1987, 
which destroyed about one 
million homes and caused 
immeasurable damage to 
agriculture, the source of half of 
Bangladesh's gross domestic 
product. 

Growth forecasts for 1987/88 
have had to be revised down 
from five per cent to just one per 
cent as a result. The last straw 
was the political unrest of the last 
four months, which has probably 
sent growth into reverse. 

Western analysts say the 
government is exaggerating with 
its claims that the 39 days of 
strikes aimed at toppling Ershad 
cost the country SI .8 billion. 
Growth 

The World Bank currently 
claims that two per cent growth is 
still possible despite the troubles, 
but the Western analysts say that 
sunny assessment is unconvinc- 
ing- 

We have the feeling the World 
Bank is trying to paint a pretty 
picture for potential donor 
nations,” said one diplomat. 

The political unrest has hit the 
nascent textile industry here par- 


ticularly hard. 

“Delivery dates were put in a 
shambles by the strikes and 
buyers switched to other sup- 
pliers,” said a leading Western 
banker. “Many textile and elec- 
tronics firms from the Far East 
and South East Asia were 
interested in investing here to 
take advantage of cheap labour. 
With the political unrest, they 
turned tail and' ran.” 

Industry, which produces, the 
bulk of Bangladesh's exports, 
may register a 50 per cent decline 
in production once the damage is 
fully assessed. The only good 
news is that the unrest scarcely 
affected fanning. 

Despite the floods — and, 
ironically, drought in some other 
regions — experts say the harvest 
is likely to prove as good as last 
year's, which yielded 1 6.5 million 
tonnes of grain. 

Another 3.5 million tonnes of 
grain is being imported, two 
thirds of it paid for by foreign 
donors, so famine is thus not an 
immediate threat. 

Exports 

Exports rose in the first seven 
months of the 1987/88 financial 
year (starting July 1 ) by 11 per 
cent, or $980 million in absolute 
terms. But that progress was 
wiped out by a 13 per cent surge 
in imports to $2.4 billion in the 
same period. 

Added to the setbacks for the 
textile industry is a slump in 
prices paid for a key Bangladesh 
commodity, jute. 

All this makes the confidence 
of the government puzzling. 
Critical diplomats and econ- 
omists acidly comment that this 
is only to be expected from a state 
that has become the world’s 
“biggest welfare recipient on a 
nation-to-nation level." 

Ninety per cent of Dhaka’s 
development budget comes from 
foreign sources and 45 percent of 
the entire state budget is other 
nations' money. Bankers grum- 


ble that the Bangladeshis are 
abusing their position “consider- 
ing the West’s generosity.’' 

About the only sort of growth 
that Bangladesh can guarantee is 
the expansion of its population. 
At the moment there are 105 1 
million people crammed into the i 
fertile delta. Every year there are 
2.4 percent more. 

Eighty per cent of Bangladesh 
lives under the poverty line. 
Population analysts suggest the 
last brake on population will be , 
the sheer impossibility of fitting , 
any more people in. They say ' 
population growth will be ! 
choked off by natural forces I 
when the number of inhabitants | 
reaches 300 million.

the tW largest Mediterranean 
island after Sicily and Sardinia. 
It covers an area of 3 572 
square miles, but it never feels 
big- Landscapes: can change 
quickly as you drive along, and 
the seashore is never more than 
an hour or two away. 

-AU is -.not idyllic, however. 
For Cyprus is a divided nation. 
Tne Attila Line boundary splits 
the island nearly in half, with 
the independent Turkish 
Republic of Northern Cyprus, 
and • the Greek-Cypnot 
Republic of Cyprus to the 
south. 

Like many Mediterranean 
islands. Cyprus has a past 
naught with battles, conquests 
and drama. It -was populated as 
far back as 5,800 B.C. and is 
therefore a layered storehouse 
of archaeological treasure that 
continues to yield up new dis- 
coveries. _ 

Phoenicians afrd Assyrians, 
Greeks, Egyptians and Per- 
sians all held sway "dyer Cyprus. 
The Romans were incharge for 
several centuries; the Byzan- 
tine, Lusignans and Venetians 
had their say later. The Turks 
and Islam reigned for 300 years 
— until the British took over in 
1878. Even today, "with 
independence (granted in 
I960), Great Britain retains 
sovereign military bases on the 
south coast, and the influence 
ofBritain remains strong. Most 
Cypriots’, speak English — 
some with a' perfect Oxford • 
accent. Road signs are in both 
Greek and English. Driving is 
on the left, and many people

perpetuate the afternoon tea 
ritual. 

Nicosia, an old-new dty, has 
been capital of Cyprus since the 
12th century. It rises up out of 
the Messaoria P lain, arid and 
sizzling in summer, carpeted 
with flowers in the spring. To 
the north are the hazy violet 
slopes of theKyreniamountain 
chain, scattered with Gothic 
castles. 

To the west barren Hills and 
plains give way to the wooded 
heights of the Troodos moun- 
tains; adequately snow-clad in 
winter for skiing. In summer 
cool mountain streams thread 
their way down the lower 
slopes, and* the valleys are 
redolent with the scents of 
herbs, flowers and fruit from 
pie orchards. The Troodos area 
is the site of dozens of monas- 
teries in the Byzantine-Greek 
Orthodox style; many are pil- 


grimage shrines and most wel- 
come overnight guests. 

There are different ways to 
get around the island; if you're 
daring and enjoy a little danger 
as a spice of life, you'll drive 
yourself around some of the 
difficult mountain roads to see 
Cyprus' venerable monas- 
teries. But there arealso taxis— 
both private and shared vehi- 
cles, the latter a speciality of 
Cyprus — and excellent bus 
tours of the high spots to spare 
you the do-it-yourself pains. 

To the south of the island are 
most of the best beaches, the 
resort towns and the vineyards. 
Sightseeing highlights include 
the charming dty of Lamaca 
with andent ruins and a good 
museum; the boom-town of 
Limassol, whose festivals 
(espedally wine) are legendary; 
and Paphos, perhaps the pret- 
tiest beachside resort. 


Noted for its stunning 
Roman mosaics and fabulous 
rock tombs. Paphos has a lazy, 
unspoiled air that belies tbe 
slick new, low-rise buildings. 
The south coast offers spec- 
tacular views and Greco- 
Roman sites, as well as the Bir- 
thplace of Aphrodite and the 
booming sea resort of Ayia 
Napa. You can water-ski, win- 
dsurf and pay a visit to the 
Monastery of Ayia Napa. 

But don't neglect the 
pleasures of the table — a big 
part of the fun on the island. 
Whether you choose a little 
cafe- tavern a or a sophisticated 
restaurant, you'll find a wealth 
of dishes that draw inspiration 
from Greece and the Levant 
The hors d' oeuvres or mezedes 
are sometimes so copious and 
varied you can make more than 
a meal out of them. 

Even more engaging and 
heartening than these sensual 
delights are the people — with 
an exuberant Greek- 
Medi terra n.ean melange in 
their background, and a 
modicum of British decorum 
for contrast. 

The cliches of Zorba-style 
dress and raucous behaviour 
are alien to this island, where 
people are dignified and yet 
.cheerful. On the whole. 
Cypriots are among the most 
civilized people in the Western 
“world — if by civilized one 
means not only an awareness of 
history and culture, but also 
real kindness and considera- 
tion. Cyprio ts are in nately well- 
mannered. 

Open 

“Where are you from?”, is 
the inevitable and altogether 
friendly Cypriot question, 
whether asked by a museum 
. guard, tourist office represen- 
tative, a waiter or an ice-cream 
vendor. They aren’t being 
impertinent; they really want to 
know and hope to strike up a 
conversation. 

It's rare that a visitor can 
depart without entering into a 
chat, accepting a coffee or, per- 
haps a gift of fruit or cakes. 
Cypriot hospitality is envelop- 
ing, but of the most ingenuous 
kind. 

Yet open as Cypriots are to 
strangers, a closely knit family

life lakes precedence here. 
Strict rituals are observed for 
such occasions as baptism or 
marriage. Weddings are plan- 
ned by both families down to 
ihe last detail of protocol and 
decor. Greek Orthodoxy is an 
intangible presence in most 
families, observed faithfully, 
especially by the distaff side; it 
is the women who attend 
services, light votive candles 
and venerate icons. 

The Republic of Cyprus is 
noL exactly rich, but it's noL 
poor either. Nobody starves, 
filth and beggars are practically 
unknown, as is crime, at least as 
perpetrated by local people. 
And lightheartedness is the 
prevalent theme. Because the 
Cypriots are gregarious, 
everybody else becomes so as 
well, and tourists meet and 
make friends as a matter of 
course. 

Newcomers rush around 
sightseeing — trying to fit in all 
the archaeological sites, 
museums and monasteries. But 
if you feel overwhelmed by it 
all, you can always retire to a 
nearby cafe, and the beach is 
never far away. Sporting peo- 
ple love the surfing, snorkell- 
ing, sailing and water-skiing. 
Tennis is available all over, and 
the mountains are superb for 


summer hiking. 

The Aphrodite aspect of 
Cyprus may appeal to lovers 
young or old, but it's really love 
of life — joie de vivre — that 
sets the mood on this entranc- 
ing, multi-faceted island. 

When to Go 

Year-round Cyprus boasts 
sunny skies and low humidity. 
On the coast, sea breezes tem- 
per Lheheat of July and August, 
though the thermometer has 
been known to hit 38"C 
(100°F) in Nicosia, inland. 
Citizens of the capital beat a 
quick retreat to the coast or 
Troodos resorts d uri ug the dog 
days of summer. 

January and February see 
snow falls in theTroodos range 
— enough most years to allow 
for some skiing. It rains 
occasionally between October 
and February, but there's 
plenty of sun. too, and the sea 
mains warm enough for some 
brisk bathing.

Not that yon get too many of them at 7000 feet, but the saying 
reflects a little of tbe ambience surrounding this gracious guesthouse.

The club offers a reading and 
writing room, a conference cen- 
tre and cinema, safari centre, 
piano music in the bar, and bar- 
becues. You can dine in either the 
Safari Tent grill room or tiie 
Hunters dining room, offering 
six courses of such fare as filet 
mignon, Dover sole meuniere, 
and smoked salmon. 

Lunch can last about two 
hours while you sample 30 dishes 
or so prepared by Chef Zickert 
for the buffet on the terrace. 
Momirfg coffee and afternoon 
tea are served in two spacious 
lounges where roaring fires ward 
off mountain chills. Membership 
plaque line the walls along with 
autographed photographs 6f 
famous members and guests — 
Winston Churchill, Louis 
Mount bat ten, and the Apollo 
space crew. 

About 130 guests can be 
accommodated in the club's 78 
rooms, each of which has its own 
log fireplace. Evenings may well 
be the pleasantest time of day, 
when a porter appears to light the 
fire and you can relax while wat- 
ching the changing colours of 
dusk on Mt Kenya and listening 


to the sounds of birds, crickets, 
and distant wild animals. 

The most popular lodgings are 
the terraced cottages, all stone 
and timber. Each has large slid- 
ing glass doors opening onto a 
patio and semiprivate lawns 
screened by shrubbery, two 
bedrooms with a spacious sitting 
room dividing them, and an 
elegant bathroom with steps 
leading down to an enormous 
tub and shower. 

In the 1967, the club was 
acquired by Saudi Arabia's 
Adnan Khashoggi, who gave the 
cl ub as a gj ft to his son on hi s 1 8th 
birthday. Unfortunately, Mr 
Khashoggi lacked on an 
ungraceful three-storey wing and 
a few squat garden cottages 
behind the tennis court He also 
erected three large villas that 
have little in common with the 
arabianceofahunlinglodge. The 
rooms and suites in the new 
Italian-designed villas may well 
be the most sumptuous in Kenya. 

The Mount Kenyan Safari 
Club is too nice a place for a mere 
overnight stop. The groups of 
safari-trippers usually troop in 
late in the afternoon and leave 
after breakfast; so if you have an 


aversion to tour groups, they 
won't be much of an aggrava- 
tion. On the other hand, the folks 
on the safari tours bemoan the 
fact they can't slay longer. On an 
extended stay, you probably 
share the club with only a hand- 
ful of guests, except on weekends 
when members and their families 
invade the place. 

Relax fora few days and watch 
the sun rise over Mt Kenya. 
("Early morning is the best time to 
see the snowy peaks before the 
clouds move in.) You can play 
tennis, swim, golf, ordrive tip the 
mountain with a picnic basket 
packed by the dub. The Safari 
Desk will organise any type of 
tour — by car, camel, horse, or 
plane — and will store your lug- 
gage while you're away. 

Neither the Art or Mountain 
Lodge is far by road, and Secret 
Valley, famous for its leopards, 
operates from Nanyuki. about 
10 kilometres (six miles) down 
tbe road. Samburu National 
Park is jusL over an hour's drive. 

If you run out of diversions, 
you can always do what many of 
the club's regulars do: just sit 
around and admire the view.

Idealclimate for sports 


What to Do: 

SPORTS and sightseeing 
excursions fill most visitors’ 
time, with a few shopping 
[forays for good measure, or 
[even a short cruise along the 
1 coast. Cyprus also has a unique 
folklore and cuisine to dis- 
cover. Attend a rousing village 
festival, see a display ofCypriot 
dancing or sample mezedes in a 
waterfront restaurant — the 
choice is yours on Aphrodite's 
island. 

Sports 

A beneficent climate, varied 
landscape and marvellous bea- 
ches make Cyprus ideal for 
sports of all kinds — including 
even skiing, on a very limited 
scale. Only golfers need desist 
— since irrigation poses 
problems. But the outstanding 
water sports possibilities make 
up for any shortcomings. 

Water sports 

For specific details about 
facilities available at particular 
resorts, consult the Cyprus 
Tourism Organisation. 

Svrihmung: The water is lim- 
pid and tempting, and beachs- 
capes vary from vast smooth 
sandy stretches to stimulating 
swimming off the rocks, with 
sand and rocks sometimes in 
the same place. Excellent public 
sand beaches sponsored by the 
Cyprus Tourism Organisation 
are beautifully laid out with 
grass around them. 

Amenities include changing 
rooms, ' bar-restaurants, 
basket- and volleyball courts, 
and often, sports equipment for 
hire. You'll find tourist beaches 
at Ayia Napa, east of Lamaca 
at Dhekelia. east of Limassol at 
Dassoudi. and east of Paphos 
at Yeroskipos Beach. 

Other beautiful sites include 
Petra tou Romiou (informal 
bathing under Aphrodite's 
Rock; with a restaurant uphill); 
the Baths of Aphrodite, west of- 
Polis (spectacular setting, tour- 
ist pavilion restaurant); and 
Coral Bay, north of Paphos 
(lovely scenery, sand and rocks, 
restaurant). 

All of the better hotels have 
excellent freshwater pools, 
some Olympic size. Several 
allow non-residents to use the 
facilities for a reasonable fee or 
for patronage of the poolside 
snack bar. 

Snorkelling and scuba-diving; 
The unpolluted waters around 
Cyprus are perfect for snorkell- 
ing and underwater photogra- 
phy, and there's an abundance 
of small fish to be seen around 
the rocks. Diving centres with 
facilities and instruction exist 
at Paphos, Coral Beach, Lachi 


' (near Polis), Fig Tree Bay, Lar- 
naca and Ayia Napa. Several 
hotels near Limassol and Lar- 
naca also offer diving pos- 
sibilities. 

Windsurfing and water-ski- 
ing: You can practice these 
sports at public and hotel bea- 
. ches during the warm season; 
rental of equipment and cost of 
instruction may vary from 
resort to resort. A thrilling 
variant of water-skiing, 
parasailing is offered around 
Lamaca and Limassol. 

Boating and sailing: You can 
hire a motor boat of your own 
or join an organised group for a 
day’s motor-launch cruise off- 
shore. inquire at the marinas of 
Lamaca, Limassol. Ayia Napa 
and Paphos. There are sailing 
clubs at Lamaca. Limassol ana 
Paphos, and many hotels and 
resort centres have sailboats 
and pedal oes for hire. 

Fishing: Amateur anglers 
need no licence for sport fishing 
at sea (including spear fishing), 
and boats with or without cap- 
tains and equipment can be 
hired in many localities. Local 
fishermen go for red mullet, 
white bream, grouper, pickerel 
and amberjack. While billfish 
and swordfish may be caught in 
Cyprus waters, you’ll need to 
hire a special boat and guide. 

Cyprus has no native fresh- 
water fish, but several dam- 
med-up areas have been 
stocked with trout, carp and 
other fish. 

Other sports 

Tennis: Better hotels invaria- 
bly provide tennis courts (clay 
or asphalt) for guests, often 
available to non-residents for a 
small fee. There are several 
courts at Nicosia's Field Club 
and at the La paisa Sporting 
Centre in Tseri (15 minutes 
from Nicosia). 

Horse riding: With an indoor 
arena and outdoor paddock, 
the Lapatsa Sporting Centre 
offers a full equitation 
programme, from dressage and 
showjumping to cross-country 
riding (courses for beginners to 
advanced, adults and children). 
In a totally different category, 
children or others can ride a 
horse or pony to sightsee 
around Troodos (nags are for 
hire by the half-hour — usually 
on weekends). 

Walking and hiking: Y ou can 
trek through theTroodoschain 
and foothills, past pleasant 
mountain streams, many 
delightful villages and view- 
points. The Cyprus Tourism 
Organisation distributes maps 
and information on itineraries. 

Tours organised from 


abroad propose excursions in 
the area, from a base in Pano 
Platres orTroodos. 

Promoters of the Troodos 
mountain resort area would 
like to see more people take 
advantage of winter as a time to 
visit Cyprus, when lower prices 
are in force. Lifts provide 
access to several runs on Mt 
Olympus, and more are being 
developed all the rime. Cross- 
country skiing is also possible. 
Depending on snow condi- 
tions, the ski season runs from 
January to early March. 

Car racing: A big and excit- 
ing event in European racing, 
the 72-hqur international 
Cyprus Rally in September 
attracts up to 80 entrants for a 
gruelling trial of endurance, 
guts ana skill. Check the local 
newspapers for details of the 
route. 

Shopping 

From the sophisticated 
shops of Nicosia and Limassol 
to the kiosks set up along the 
roadside, you'll find plenty to 
tempt you in Cyprus. Most 
businesses open from 8 a.m. to 
lpm and 4 to 7 p in weekdays 
(mornings only on Wednes- 
days and Saturdays). Larger 
hotels usually have good 
boutiques stocked with limited 
selections of everything from 
clothing and souyenirs to 
jewellery. 

Best buys: Cypriots are won- 
derful artisans, renowned for 
their handicrafts — ceramics, 


wood-carving, weaving, bask- 
etry, silver and copper work 
The Cyprus Handicraft Service 
(C.H.S.), a non-profit organ- 
isation, runs shops with a good 
selection of items in Nicosia, 
Limassol. Larnaca and 
Paphos. 

Basketry: The choice ranges 
from small portable baskets in 
decorative shapes and colours 
to large pieces in rush or cane. 

Brass: Look for candlesticks, 
ashtrays, small boxes, religious 
souvenirs and trays. 

Carpets* and curtains: In 
Cypriot patterns, with a Near 
Eastern and Turkish influence, 
these can be colourful and in 
good taste. The woolen rugs in 
all sizes are very tempting. 

Ceramics: Many artisans 
look back to antiquity for ins- 
piration, creating charming 
animal figurines, little vessels 
and terracotta statuettes, 
fashioned by hand and fired. 
The functional wares of Kor- 
nos and Phinj include attractive 
hand-thrown wine and oU jars. 
Glazed ceramics may have very 
pretty geometric patterns in the 
Cypriot style. 

Copperware: Dating from 
‘over 3,000 years ago, the cop- 
per industry remains a source 
of Cypriot pride. You'll see all 
manner of hand-crafted ware, 
including copper pots, 
saucepans and bowls. 

Embroidery: Shops all over 
Cyprus sell the island's most 
important cottage industry 
item — fine linen tablecloths, 
defies, runners and hander- 
chiefs stitched with the intricate 
geometric patterns of Lefkara. 
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Where every passenger is a 
Pharaoh

FAMILY DOCTOR

GRIEVING NECESSARY AFTER LOSS 
OF A LOVED ONE 


QUESTION: My friend has just lost her 
husband, and she's grieving terribly. 1 want 
so much to aid her, but am myself at a loss as 
to the proper ways of acting and aiding. 
How can I help her? 

ANSWER: Grieving is a very important 
and very necessary process after the loss of a 
loved one. The best thing you can do is to be 
there for her. when she needs you. It is, 
however, very important that she be allowed 
to grieve and not ignore or suppress her 
feelings. Be sure not to try to control or limit 
the griefand don't tell her how she “should” 
feel. Be reassuring that her feelings are nor- 
mal. Feelings of grief can range from pain, 
anger, sadness, guilt, loneliness, emptiness, 
anxiety and fatigue to helplessness, 
powerlessness, longing, fear or even relief. 

Very often the surviving spouse carries on 
some kind of “communication" with the 
dead partner. If your friend is doing so. 


assure her that she is not going crazy, that 
this is normal. 

Many bereaved people become sickly 
because they don't feel like cooking or tak- 
ing good care of themselves. You might help 
by brin ging over healthy snacks, or even 
giving her vitamin supplements. Encourage 
regular exercise. Perhaps begin taking long 
walks with your friend, or even enroll at a 
health club together. 

Be aware that medical problems may 
develop during this grieving process. Be sure 
your friend sees a doctor when necessary. 
The grieving period may last up to a few 
months. The final phase comes when the 
survivor reinvests in life. The person now 
accepts the loss and now begins to develop 
new interests and friendships. 1 f the grieving 
period lasts abnormally long, more than a 
few months, the survivor may need psy- 
chiatric counselling. 


. A friend in need isa friend indeed,and you 
cannot only be a good friend but a great one. 
It takes real devotion to participate in 
another’s grief in a fashion which is truly 
helpful, but the rewards are immense. 1 hope 
the indications I've given you here will help 
you, your friend and others who may have 
similar problems. Good luck. 

QUESTION: What do you mean when 
you talk about “risk factors” for heart dis- 
ease? 

ANSWER: A risk' factor is simply any 
circumstance or condition (factor) that 
causes the possibility (risk) of an injury. 
When we use the term to discuss heart dis- 
ease we’re stating certain facts in a person's 
history that seem to be present when heart 
trouble is diagnosed. A person may have 
many points against him or her or maybe 
just a few. They may be controllable or not.

Japan pledges to boost its economy 

Major nations’ dollar strategy could backfire

Strategy 

Under the multilateral 
strategy to reduce trade imbalan- 
ces and stabilise currencies, 
Japan pledged to boost its econ- 
omy and thus increase its 
imports. 

It has delivered on that 
promise. But its huge success in 
doing so has only served to con- 
vince some investors the best, 
place for their money is yen, not 
dollars, dealers said. 

It was not supposed to happen 


that way. they added. 

The fall in Japan's trade sur- 

f ilus that has resulted from its 
aster economic growth was 
meant to convince investors that 
there was no need for the yen to 
rise further to help correct the 
world's lopsided trading pat- 
terns. 

Rise 

Shigekj Kawano, chief cus- 
tomer dealer at Mitsubishi Bank, 
said the yen's rise against the 
dollar and major European 
currencies was likely to continue. 
The dollar's recent fall started 
because of active yen buying by 
overseas investors last week. 

“Overseas operators started to 
target the yen because they con- 


sidered yen-dominated securities 
as the most profitable invest- 
ment.' Kawano said. 

Recent bullishness in Japan's 
stock market is encouraging 
foreign investors to shift funds 
into Japan, backed by a market 
concensus the Japanese econ- 
omy will remain strong. 

Currencies 

The Tokyo stock market has 
risen more than 5,000 points 
since the start of the year, and 
stands only a whisker away from 
its record high of 26,646-43 set on 
Oct 14, just days before the 
global collapse in share prices. 

Dealers said the multilateral 
strategy to stabilise currencies 
could come unwound because 


capital flows now have a much 
larger influence on currency 
markets than trade flows. 

The drop in Japan's trade sur- 
pl us means exporters here are left 
with fewer unwanted dollars to 
convert into yen. But the impact 
of that on the market can be 
easily overwhelmed if investors 
decide to shift some of their huge 
pools of funds into yen from 
dollars. 

So far. the Japanese auth- 
orities do not seem too concer- 
ned. Finance Minister Miyaz- 
awa said he expects major 
nations to re-endorse their mul- 
tilateral economic strategy when 
they meet in Washington next 
week. 


Bank of Japan governor Sato- 
shi Sumita attributed the dollar's 
recent slight weakness to 
speculation and said the basic 
trend toward currency stability 
remained unchanged. 

A senior Bank of Japan official 
admitted Japan's strong econ- 
omy could attract capi tal into the 
country, putting upward pres- 
sure on the yen. But it will also 
reduce the country’s trade sur- 
plus. putting downward pressure 
on the currency, he said. 

The official added that infor- 
mation the bank has been able to 
cull so far on capital flows in 
March, did not appear to back 
up the thesis of a shift of invest- 
ment into Japan. 
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Venezuela 
lists renewable 
energy 
endeavours 

: UNITED NATIONS, April 6, 
(Opecna): Since 1985, Ven- 
ezuelan endeavours in the area of 
new and renewable energy sour- 
ces had been focused on solar, 
small-scale hydropower and 
geothermal energy and biomass 
from urban waste. 

Addressing the UN committee 
on development: of renewable 
energy sources, Venezuelan can- 
didate Eduardo Praselj said his 
country's objective had been to 
free carbon fuels far-export and 
conservation and its establish a 
balance between supply and 
demand. 

Venezuela had also applied the 
principle that development 
would take place within a fram- 
ework of three approaches — 
sources of energy, use of energy 
and technology needed for end- , 
use, he added. 

He .said valuable cooperation 
had been - received from the 
United Nations system and 
regional organisations, as well as 
bilateral cooperation from other 
countries and support from non- 
governmental organisations. 

Fall 

Mexico's delegate Edmundo 
de Alba said the f^ll in the prices 
bf hydrocarbons fretted some to 
forget that those ifipifltoes(wdfcFl 
finite. Demand for lessor gy was 
growing substantially and future 
energy demand would be 
quadrupled, be said. 

The Nairobi programme of 
action should be re-endorsed as a 
whole and regular international 
activities established to promote 
new and renewable energy, sour- 
ces. he recommended. 

Chinese delegate Liu Zhao 
called on developed countries to 
create “sustainable development 
and constructive cooperation” 
with developing countries in this 
field. 

Starace Janfolla of Italy said 
his country was ‘very active’ m 
the geothermal energy area and 
was financing projects in Bolivia, 
Honduras, Costa Rica, Kenya 
and China at a .cost of $20 
million. It was also^ considering 
the financing of thesecond phase 
of a geothermal project in Tibet 
worth S3 million. 

He pledged that his country 
would contribute $230,000 
through UNDP for projects to 
apply new and renewable energy 
in rural areas in developing coun- 
tries. 

Soviet delegate _V.V. 
Servianov said his country inten- 
ded to increase emphasis on the 
development and use of new 
energy sources in its next five- 
year plan. 

.Although these sources could 
not replace traditional energy 
sources in the’ near future, the 
issue of new energy sources was 
nevertheless important, he said. 

Demand for 
electricity 
on the rise 

DUBAI, April 6, (Opecna): 
Demand for electricity in the 
liAE roseto aboui 19 per cent 
annually over the past two years, 
according to a report by the 
emirate's industrial bank. 

The report estimated the UAE 
power-generating capacity at 
3,850 megawatts, with Abu 
Dhabi producing 43 per cent, 
followed by Dubai 35 per cent, 
Sharjah 16 per cent and Ras A1 
Khaim ah two per cent 
It added that the balance was 
being met through generators 
owned by the Ministry of Elec- 
tricity and Power. 

Capacity 

The ministry, it'-poied, owns 
power stations throughout the 
country with a total capacity of 
513,9 mW, with the largest sta- 
tion located in Ajmhn with a 
capacity of 101 raW. 

Two new projects a8re under- 
way, one in Abu Dhabi with a 
capacity of 400 mW and the 
other in Jebel Ali at 250 mW, the 
report said, adding that after 
theircomptetion the UAE will be 
self-sufficient in electricity. 


NCC to get funds to buy equipment for mining operation s 

the coal industry in Nigeria 


LAGOS, April 6, (Opecna): 
Before oil was discovered in 
Nigeria, coal was the main 
source of energy supply for the 
country's electricity generators. 
The railways depended solely on 
coal for their operations. 

The discovery of oil in the coun- 
try in the late fifties saw the rail- 
ways changing their coal-fired 
locomotive engines to diesel 
'engines and the electricity cor- 
poration switching over to oil/ 
gas and much later to hydrop- 
ower. These changes brought 
about a decline in the demand 
and utilisation of the country's 
coal. 

Revitalisation 

In view of the international oil 
market situation and Nigeria's 
bid to diversify its foreign 
exchange sources, the govern- 
ment recently pledged to reac- 
tivate the ailing coal industry. 
The Minister of Mines, Power 
and Steel, Alhaji Bunu Sheriff 
c Musa said “the present adminis- 
tration is keenly interested in the 
development and revitalisation 
of the coal industry and has cons- 
istently looked for viable ways of 
achieving that goal.” 


According to the minister, 
funds will be provided to the 
Nigerian Coal Corporation to 
purchase equipment for mining 
operations this year. Bunu said 
the reactivation of the coal ind us- 
try was geared towards revenue 
generation in the economy as 
well as preserving astrong source 
of foreign exchange earning to 
/ ensure the a vaiiability of coal for 
domestic cooking and thereby 
assist in combatting the menace 
of desert encroachment in the 
country. 

Deposits 

Coal mining in Nigeria began 
in 1916 and coal deposits are 
spread over Anambra, Benue, 
Bauchi, Imo, Kwara, Plateau 
and Ondo states of the country. 
Since mining began, over 70 
years ago, only 25 million metric 
tons out of the country's proven 
reserves of about 1.5 billion ions 
had been mined. 

F.N. Ugwu. the general man- 
ager of the Nigerian Coal Cor- 
poration, says that the corpora- 
tion is currently operating two 
underground mines in Anambra 
state and another two surface 
mined in Benue state. 


Ugwu says in addition to the 
four mines, the corporation 
operates a coal washer plant, 
which is capable of processing 
80.000 tonnes of coal monthly. ~ 

According to him. there are 
bunker facilities for loading coal 
into waggons and ships in Enugu 
and Port Harcoun respectively. 

Practice 

Coal production in the coun- 
try is still carried out with picks 
and shovels and this practice has 
reduced production currently 
put at about 900,000 tonnes 
yearly. 

Earlier attempts to mechanise 
the coal industry in 1976 did not 
produce any meaningful result. 
The agreement with Kopex — 
the Overseas Coal Mining Com- 
pany of Poland — to boost coal 
production failed because the 
equipment was obsolete and 
unsuitable. 

Bunu says that overseas 
demand for Nigerian coal in 1 986 
alone was about five million ton- 
nes. The minister is optimistic 
that if the country can meet the 
demand for its coal. Nigeria can 
displace South Africa which 
exports over 40 million tonnes of 


coal annually to member coun- 
tries of the European Economic 
Community. 

At present, the government 
has plans to increase the use of 
coal locally. 

Bunu explained recently that 
coal would be extensively used 
for power generation in the coun- 
try. He said that the Oji River 
power station, located close to 
the main source of coal, would be 
replaced with a 120 megawatt 
coal-fired plant. 

Efforts 

“In addition, efforts would 
also be made to employ our coal 
for large-scale domestic cooking 
in prisons and schools” the mini- 
ster said, adding that attempts 
would be made to replace fir- 
ewood with coal to popularise its 
use for domestic cooking and 
prevent desen encroachment. 

The successful reactivation of 
the coal industry will play an 
important role in the country’s 
foreign exchange drive, and sat- 
isfy local demand. It will also fall 
in line with current efforts in 
developed countries to optimise 
the use of coal especially for 
power generation. 


GCC oil 
income totals 
$1 ,000 billion 

DOHA. April 6, (Opecna): The 
six members of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCC) 
earned more than $1,000 billion 
from oil sales since 1985, spend- 
ing most of the earnings on the 
development of their infrastruc- 
ture, according to the Gulf Inter- 
national Bank (CSIB). 

in a report released at the 
weekend, the Manama-based 
bank said that the foreign 
exchange reservesof GCC public 
sector during the period reached 
$200 billion. 

In 1 986 the private sector of 
the GCC — comprising Opec 
members Kuwaiti Qatar, Saudi 
Arabia and the UAE together 
with Bahrain and Oman — 
deposited $150 billion in various 
assets outside the region. 

Noting an increasing role of 
the private sector in the develop- 
ment process, the report said that 
in 1 986 the sector's contribution 
to the gross domestic product 
averaged 36 per cent compared 
to 30 percent in 1980. 

The private sector’s invest- 
ment was still limited, despite its 
increase as a percentage of 
aggregate capital assets, the 
report said. 


Til ird World to fi n a I is e 
accord on trade regime 


BELGRADE, April 6, (Reuter): 
The “Group of 77” developing 
countries began a ministerial 
meeting here today to complete 
an accord setting up the first 
global Third World regime for 
preferential trade and tariff con- 
cessions. 

Senior experts from about 60 
of the G-77 nations are putting 
final touches to the agreement 
this week, and will be joined by 
ministers at the weekend before 
next week’s signing. 

The accord is. to create a 
regime under which tariffs can be 
removed or decreased for 
specified lists of products 
exchanged between these coun- 
tries, officials said. 

“Without this particular 
arrangement ... the developing 
countries would not be able to 
speed up their development, nor 
could they reduce the gap bet- 
ween the developing and 
developed - world,” Yugoslav 
Trade Minister Nenad Krekic 
said. 

The officials said the accord, 
the global system of trade 
preferences (GsTP), would add a 
new dimension to world trade 
alongside existing blocs and 
regimes such as the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 


(GATT), the European Econ- 
omic Community (EEC) and the 
Soviet-led trade bloc Comecon. 

Project director Diogo de Gas- 
par said the GSPT was the fruit 
of a decade of talks aimed at 
creating a regime to alleviate 
crippling Third World problems 
— debts of $1 2 billion, slumping 
commodity prices, worsening 
trade terms and balance of 
payments problems. 

“This is the birth of multi- 
lateralism in trade among the 
developing countries.” De Gas- 
par, from Brazil, said in an open- 
ing statement. 

Negotiations 

Krekic said: “The de velop ing 
countries expect the GSTP to 
expand ana promote trade 
among themselves.” 

He noted that the Third World 
today accounts for only five to 
six per cent of world trade, saying 
that its trade growth had slowed 
in recent years to a general econ- 
omic development crisis. 

The new trade regime should 
boost self-reliance and lead to 
structural changes in the existing 
world economic order. 

Krekic said the GSTP was just 
a start and could not meet the 
group's needs entirely. Under- 
developed industry, tech- 


nological lags, the debt burden, 
unemployment, famine and 
other handicaps would still hold 
back the group's development, 
he said. 

But the accord would help 
promote further negotiations on 
long-term industrial coopera- 
tion, technology transfer and 
joint ventures among the mem- 
ber nations. 

GSTP participants will have to 
exchange trade concessions with 
each other through bilateral 
agreements. So far, 32 of the 
countries have done this, more 
than was req uired to put the mul- 
tilateral GSTP agreement into 
effect, De Gaspar said. 

Further bilateral accords may 
be signed during the Belgrade 
conference this week. 

Participants are also to discuss 
whether to admit China, which is 
not formally a member of the 
Group of 77, but has asked to 
join tbe GSTP. Officials said 
some members opposed this 
because it would set a precedent 
for other non-members of G-77 
to seek admission to the GSTP 
pact 

Organisers said it was not yet 
known precisely how many 
countries would send ministers 
to the session.

Egypt hopes recent return to Arab 
fold will give new push to exports 


CAIRO, April 6, ( Reu ter): Egyp- 
tian officials hope the country’s 
recent return to the Arab fold will 
give a new push to exports of 
manufactured goods. 

Shoes, carpets, ready-made 
clothes and leather products, all 
non-tradittbnal exports now 
carrying a 'Made in Egypt’ label, 
are giving Egypt new sources of 
hard currency. 

Manufactured goods earned 
Egypt $174 million in the 1986- 
87 fiscal year which ended last 
June 30, a rise of 68 percent over 
the previous year. 

The amount is still a small per- 
centage of overall exports of 
some $2 billion, but officials 
count on other Arab states as an 
expanding market. 

Exportable 

“The rule now is that every- 
thing is exportable,” Ahmed 
Darsh. who heads die foreign 
trade department at the Ministry 
of Economy, told Reuters. 

Restrictions apply only to a 
short list of 'strategic' products 
like wheat and other food sup- 
plies which the government 
imports to meet rising domestic 


demand from Egypt’s 52 million 
people, the largest population in 
the Arab world. 

Officials consider oil and cot- 
ton traditional exports as they 
have, for many years been major 
hard currency earners. But, with 
the world market crash in 1986, 
oil has gradually retreated. 

Shortage 

Egypt, hit by a bard currency 
shortage in 1986 due to fewer 
tourists and lower oil prices, has 
also shifted from a long-standing 
policy of exporting only surplus 
production. 

Targeted quantities are now 
set for exports of each product, 
and no effort is' spared to meet 
them, Darsh said. 

In some cases exports 
exceeded targets, he said. Rice 
was a striking example in 1986- 
87. Exports reached 1 05,000 ton- 
nes against a target of 50,000. 

New institutions to nurse 
exports have been set up in recent 
years, (he latest being the Export 
Development Bank. 

Exchange rate reforms 
introduced ayearago also helped 
prop up exports as a more realis- 


tic official rate for the dollar 
against the Egyptian currency — 
now about 2.25 to the pound — 
encouraged potential exporters 
and opened new markets. 

The government has also 
sought to cut through red tape 
for exporters. 

An economy ministry official 
said exporters previously bad to 
follow 28 procedures to gel their 
goods out of the country, shut- 
tling from one government 
department to another. 

These steps have been halved, 
officials said, and government 
figures indicate the moves have 
paid off. 

Total non-traditional exports 
— industrial and agricultural — 
rose last year by over 1 DO per cent 
to $491 million at current free 
market rates, from $244 million 
the previous year. 

TTie biggest rise came In semi- 
finished products which jumped 
by 158 pier cent to $217 million 
from 84 million. Exports of raw 
materials, vegetables and fruits 
rose 80 per cent to $96 million, 
largely due to improved packag- 
ing. 


TOKYO. April 6, (UPI): Bowing 
to international pressure, Japan 
is moving to add muscle to its 
insider trading law. But eveiyone 
believes the rampant practice of 
profiting from inside corporate 
information may die hard. 

A ban on the practice could hit 
one powerful group in Japan 
where it hurts most. Insider trad- 
ing is a major source of funds for 
politicians, officials said. 

Using confidential informa- 
tion about a corporation for per- 
sonal use in stock or bond mark- 
ets is seen as unfair because it 
gives an edge to a small portion 
of the investing public. 

With only a vague securities 
law in force, directors of Japan- 
ese companies find it easy to leak 
inside information to relatives. 
Underwriters routinely let their 
best customers in on company 
plans to issue new stock. 

Assumes 

“Everyone assumes insider 
trading takes place here much 
more than in the United States 
because it’s not considered 
wrong,” said Edward Greene, 
former general counsel at the US 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission. 

Now that Tokyo has become 
one of the world's key stock 
markets, its trading practices are 
under growing scrutiny. Since 
the Ivan Boesky scandal brought 
tiie issue to public attention, 
insider trading has become a 
popular target of regulators 
seeking to protect stock market 
integrity. 

Boesky, once one of Wall 
Street's most powerful stock 
speculators, is serving a three- 
year prison term after pleading 
guilty on April 23, 1987 to a sin- 
gle count of conspiracy to violate 
securities laws by making trades 
based on material not available 
to the public. 

Record 

The in vestor also paid a record 
5 100 million in penalties to settle 
civil charges filed by the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission, which barred him for 
life from the securities industry. 

In Japan, a ban proposed by 
the Finance Ministry on insider 
trading, to be debated in May by 
the Diet, or parliament, could 
punish those using “inside infor- 
mation” to profit or avoid loss on 
the slock market. 

The proposal defines “inside 
information” as non-public cor- 
porate knowledge that might 
affect the direction of stock 
prices, such as plans for mergers, 
acquisitions and stock issues. 

Major stockholders, stock- 
brokers, government officials, 
banks, accountants, lawyers and 
employers would be subject to 
the law. 


It also recommends punish- 
ment for anyone who uses such 
information for personal advan- 
tage in the market after being 
tipped off by an insider. 

Although specific penalties are 
not mentioned, a Finance Minis- 
try official said they likely would 
be much less than the maximum 
three years in prison and $23,000 
fine under existing anti-fraud 
laws. 

Insider trading by politicians 
is common in Japan, said Yoichi 
Masuzoe, a political science 
professor at Japan's prestigious 
Tokyo University. 

Important 

“Insider trading is a very 
important source of money to 
most politicians, even the highest 
member of the ruling party, even 
the prime minister," he said. 

He believes as much as half the 
money used to finance political 
campaigns comes from profits 
gained through the practice, 
though its extent is hard to pin- 
point.. 

But experts said politicians 
who know, for instance, that the 
government is about to alter 
monetary policy or commit itself 
to a major public works project 
use this information to deal in 
stocks that would rise or fall 
when the information becomes 
public. 

Another common practice, 
they said, is for a Diet member to 
invest in a stock that is quickly 
bought up by an institutional 
investor with whom the 
politician has a relationship. 

Investors 

Hiroshi Okuraura. an author 
of books on the Japanese cor- 
poration, said the dominance of 
institutional investors is the 
major difference between insider 
trading in the United States and 
in Japan. 

“In Japan, it is seldom the 
unconnected individual abusing 
confidential information for per- 
sonal gain,” he said. “It is the 
institutional shareholders — 
issuing companies and under- 
writing securities houses — act- 
ing in unison to stabilise share- 
holding.” 

Exchanges 

Masuzoe estimates as many as 
one-third of the 757 Diet mem- 
bers, mostly senior politicians, 
have engaged in insider trading. 
With that kind of self-interest at 
stake, hedoes not expect the Diet 
to pass the proposed law. 

Other observers expect it to 
pass but question if enforcement 
will be strict enough to curb the 
practice.

OECD gloomier over 
payments imbalances 

PARIS,* April 6, (Reuter): The OECD is gloomier now about 
imbalances In the global economy than it was back In December 
when It issued its last major report, according to OECD sources 
today. 

They said tbe Paris-based economic affairs “think tank” of 24 
industrial nations now expects tbe US current account to show a 
larger deficit in 1988 and 1989 than predicted in December. 
Japanese and West German surpluses would also be bigger. 

The Imbalances have hit the dollar and were among factors 
dted in tbe loss of investor confidence during the crash mi tbe 
money markets last October. Tbe OECD (Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and Development) said In its December 
economic outlook tint tbe US current account deficit was likely 
to be $134 billion Hus year, narrowing to 105 billion in 1989, 
against a 1987 deficit of $162.7 billion. But according to latest 
unpublished working projections, the 1988 and 1989 deficits are 
now forecast to be SI 40 billioa and 1 12.7 billion respectively, 
mainly due to the lower dollar, the OECD sources said. The 
continued weakness of the dollar has made imports into tbe 
United States increasingly expensive, therefore widening tbe 
deficit. At the same time, the two major nations with surpluses 
have seen these grow as tbeir currencies have been revalued. The 
current account is tbe balance of payments com prising a country's 
trade accotmt and international transactions in invisible goods or 
services. 

For Japan, the latest OECD estimates see a current account 
surplus of $86 billion in 1988 and of 80.7 billion in 1989, compared 
to December forecasts of 81 billion and 79 billion respectively, 
and against a 1987 surplus of$86.7bUUon, the sources said. 

For West Germany, the latest estimates give a 1988 surplus of 
$43.7 billion and a 1989 surplus of 385 bfltion. compared to 
earlier forecasts of 41 billion and 32 billioa respectively, and 
against a 1987 surplus of 443 bflfion. 

KKR seeks permission 
to buy Texaco stock 

NEW YORK, April 6, (Renter): Kohlberg Kravis Roberts and 
Co., the US investment banker that is a leader in taking big firms 
private, said on Tuesday it wants government permission to buy 
up to 15 per cent of Texaco Incu’s common stock. 

Tbe stock price of Texaco shot higher after the announcement 
to dose op $3.25 at $48 in heavy New York Stock Exchange 
trading. 

A takeover by Kohlberg would make Texaco one of the world's 
biggest private companies, while tbe $12-bil)ion plus cost of 
Texaco would likely make it the largest leveraged buyout on 
record. 

Texaco filed for bankruptcy protection last year after losing a 
legal judgment to PeunzoO Co., which claimed Texaco interfered 
with its takeover of Getty Oil Co. Operating under the superv- 
ision of the Bankruptcy Court, Texaco’s abffity to restructure has 
been limited. 

Analysts said it was posable that Kohlberg might try to act as 
white knight to rid the No3 US ofi company of die unwanted 
influence of its largest shareholder, Carl Icahn, and other cor- 
porate raiders. 

Icahn owns a 14.8 per cent stake in the company.

Herbert Haft files proposal 
to buy stake in Woolworth 

NEW YORK, April 6, (Reuter): Herbert Haft, a corporate raider 
who has tried and failed to acquire a string of Mg retail outfits, is 
seeking to acquire up to $ 15 million of F.W. Woolworth company 
shares, Woolworth said today. In response to Haft's move, 
Woolworth announced a shareholder rights plan to protect it 
against what it said would be hostile acquisition by an “adverse 
person.” It said Haft bad filed a petition with the government that 
would give him permission to buy up to 15 percent of the retailer 
after a 60-day waiting period. Wootworth’s stock jumed $8 to 
5325 a share after the announcement. At its current price, 
Woolworth’s 65.7 million shares are worth $3.5 billion. Haft’s 
move on New York-based Woolworth, through his investment 
group Monroe Partnerships, may represen rthe start of another Id 
a stiring of takeover battles in the retail store sector, tbe latest of 
which ended with Friday's acquisition by Toronto-based Cam- 
pean Coip of Federated Department Stores, beating oat R.H. 
Macy Company. Haft has said publicly that be hopes to acquire a 
large retail outlet He failed in a recent offer for Stop and Shop 
Companies Inc. He also failed in a $6.6 billion bid last year for 
Dayton Hudson Corp and an earlier offer for Supermarkets 
General Corn. 

Woolworth ’s combative response to Haft's proposed purchase 
indicates that the retailer, which had more than 6,000 stores 
throughout the world at the beginning ofthe year, will fight Haft if 
be makes a fuD-scale takeover bid. 

Indonesia to attract foreign 
investors for oil refining 

JAKARTA, April 6, (Opecna): Indonesia was making prepara- 
tions to attract foreign investors to the country's oD refining and 
processing sector. Minister of Mines ami Energy Ginanjar Kar- 
tasasmrta said here. Several investors from Britain and Japan 
already expressed interest in the development of downstream 
projects of Indonesia's petroleum industry, he said. 

Meanwhile, a British oil mission will visit Indonesia in tbe first 
part of June to study investment possibilities. 

The mission, to be led by British Secretary of State for Energy 
Cedi Parkinson, will comprise about 50 representatives of 
Britain’s oil companies, service firms and banks. 

During the stay the mission will participate in a seminar on 
Indonesia's oti industry, organised by Pertamina, tbe Indonesian 
state oil company, aimed at improving cooperation between 
Indonesian and British companies in all petroleum-refuted sec- 
tors. Plans are also on band for the construction of an export oO 
refinery in East Java under joint venture arrangements between 
Pertamina, the Indonesian state ofl company, airfaconsortiam of 
British and Japanese firms. An Indonesian oil executive told 
Opecna that the facility, to be located in the eastern part of East 
Java, would be designed for an output capacity of around 1 50,000 
b/d of products. 

The project would cost about $900 million be said. 

Oil income to surpass target 

JAKARTA, April 6, (Opecna): Indonesia's foreign e xchange 
earnings from oil and gas exports during the! 987-88 fi sal year 
which ended March 31 would be around S5.03 bSfion, ag:. inst the 
4.22 billion target set by the government, a member of parliament 
estimated here. Bndi Haryono, vice chairman of the parliamen- 
tary commission on mines, energy and industrial affairs, was 
baring bis estimate on the $17.56 a barrel price for Indonesian 
crude during the fiscal year while the government calculated its 
income on $1 6. According to Haryono, by the end of last February 
revenues from ofl and gas already surpassed the target for 1987- 
88 more than $730 million. 

He said that the target of $5 36 billion set by the government for 
the oil and gas earnings during the 1988-89 fiscal year was “quite 

realistic.” Tbe government also calculated its 1988-89 state 

budget on the basis of a $16 per barrel o 0 price.

Daily clearing 
system will 
give new 
fillip to stock 
market 

KUWAIT'S Commerce and 
Industry Minister Faisal Al 
KJhalid has said that the 
memorandum submitted by the 
administration of Kuwait Stock 
Exchange market will be recon- 
sidered as the market's commit- 
tee did not reach a unified 
decision. 

Al Khalid, who chaired a 
meeting for the stock exchange 
market's committee on Tuesday 
told reporters that the unit sys- 
tem adopted by the market, does 
not have direct efTect on the 
market. 

He said among measures 
taken to develop the stock 
exchange market, the adminis- 
tration and the committee of the 
market have taken into con- 
sideration the daily clearing 
policy. 

Regulations 

Al Khalid said applications by 
companies to register new firms 
and bonds, issued by the Central 
Bank, in addition to financial 
and administrative regulations 
were discussed by the committee. 

“It is now appropriate to 
seriously look into the situation 
of theregistered companies in the 
market to make sure that their 
pricing is correct," he noted. 

The minister pointed out that 
the unit system is related to 
measures and organisation of the 
market which have no direct 
effect on the market situation, 
adding the stock exchange 
market, as any other market pas- 
ses through different circum- 
stances and cycles. 

On whether the issuing of 
bonds can alter the market's 
situation, the minister said he 
does not believe so, as “liquidity 
is available looking for invest- 
ment opportunities."

Dollar mostly higher, gold lower 


LONDON, April 6, <AP): The 
US dollar rose today against 
most major currencies in light 
European trading. Gold bullion 
fell. 

Dealers said the dollar was 
boosted when fears of a Japanese 
sell-off of dollars at the begin- 
ning of the new quarter failed to 
materialise. 

But they said trading was lik- 
ely to remain limited before next 
week's meeting of the Group of 
Seven major industrialised 
democracies and the April 14 
release of US trade figures for 
February. 

“It's not unthinkable that the 
dollar goes firmer, but there is 
nothing yet to act on," said a 
dealer at a bank in Frankfurt, 
West Germany. 

In London^ the dollar rose 
against the British pound. It cost 
$1.8790 to buy one pound, 
cheaper than SI. 8800 late last- 
nigh L 

Move 

The Bank of England sold 
pounds for West German marks 
today, intervening in the 
currency markets to brake an 
advance that has taken sterling 
to its highest values in two years, 
dealers said. 

The British central bank 
would not confirm the move. But 
sterling steadied just above 
3. 1 350 marks. Dealers had seen it 
headed for 3. 1 5 and one said: “If 
it breaks through that level, we’U 
reach 3.20 marks before the end 


of the week." 

Until last month Britain 
sought to keep the pound below 
three marks, worried that its 
appreciation — high British 
interest rates are making sterling 
assets attractive — would crimp 
export earnings. 

Ne.w York dealers said the 
Federal Reserve, the US central 
bank, intervened on the Bank of 
England's behalf and sold ster- 
ling for dollars yesterday. 


Cooperation 


The central bank cooperation 
precedes talks next Wednesday 
of finance mini sters of the Group 
of Seven industrial nations at 
meetings of the International 
Monetary Fund. 

Dealers said the question now 
was whether Britain would cut its 
key interest rates, now 8.5 per 
cent, to weaken the pound. Prune 
Minister Margaret Thatcher has 
said she is reluctant to do any- 
thing that might fuel inflation. 

The dollar against otheT key 
currencies was meanwhile stable, 
worth just under 1 .67 marls and 
around 1 25 yen in Europe, after a 
rally seen yesterday lost impetus 
in today's Asian trading.

Impact 

Three factors in particular had 
a negative impact on ABCs 1987 
results: a major deterioration in 
the international dcbi situation;

. ness of several large sovereign

to reduce their risk exposure to

A summary of the 1987 con- 
solidated balance sheet shows 
that ABCs total assets grew by

Yugoslavia reports economic success and failure 


BELGRADE, April 6, (Reuter): 
A government review of 
Yugoslavia’s troubled economy 
reported stagnant growth, dwin- 
dling reserves and a net outflow 
of capital today. 

But the report for 1986-87, 
which is being submitted to 
parliament this week ahead of a 
routine raid-term confidence 
vote next month, also spoke of 
positive achievements. 

System 

A summary of the document 
published today listed a rise in 
exports, a lower trade deficit, a 
balance of payments surplus and 
a reduction of external debL 

Prime Minister Branko Mik- 
ulie's government is struggling 
with problems that include 158 
per cent inflation, a $21 billion 
debt and worker unrest over low 


pay. 


It reached a draft accord with 
the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) on a rescue package 
last month involving a new one- 


year standby credit facility to 
pave the way for a major res- 
cheduling of debt with western 
creditors. 

Under the Communist 
nation’s one-party system, prime 
ministers are chosen by a collec- 
tive state leadership — the state 
presidency — and endorsed by 
parliament for a four-year term 
subject to parliamentary re- 
approval after two years. 

Mikulic, in office since May 
1986, .faces this test on May IS. 
The biennial report provides the 
basis for parliament to debate the 
government’s performance. 

Improving 

Western diplomats and 
Yugoslav analysts differ on 
whether Mikulic will pass the 
test, noting that his government 
has been accused of incom- 
petence by some politicians. 

Its report said exports rose by 
11.6 percent in 1986, by 17.6 per 
cen t in 1 987, and by 27 per cent in 
the first months of 1988, with 


sharpest growth in hard currency 
areas. 

But analysts said this partly 
reflected a weak dollar rather 
than a big rise in physical volume 
of exports. 

The report said imports fell 
slightly over the past two years, 
lowering; the trade deficit by $975 
million in general and by $1.5 
billion with hard currency mark- 
ets last year. It said the situation 
was still improving. 

The report said Yugoslavia 
had a balance of payments sur- 
plus in both years. $ 1 .09 billion in 
1986 and $1.25 billion in 1987. 
The balance of payments surplus 
with hard currency areas over the 
combined two years was 1.3 
billion. 

But, as debt servicing 
payments increased, there was a 
net outflow of capital of $2.5 
billion in the period, eroding 
foreign exchange reserves. TMF 
figures show Yugoslavia had 
only $592 million of reserves in 


January 1988. 

In mid- 1987, Yugoslavia had 
to miss $253 million of 
repayments on its debt because 
reserves were too low, the report 
said. This led to the present talks 
with the IMF. 

Problems 

The government report also 
dted problems in obtaining dues 
from trade partners in the 
developing world. It said 
Yugoslavia was owed $4.3 
billion by developing countries, 
of which $600 million which fell 
due last year were not paid. 

But it said Yugoslavia had 
reduced its own overall debt by 
$3 billion over the past three 
years. 

It said it was necessary to slash 
the proportion of export revenue 
used to service the debt, and 
current debt talks were intended 
to achieve this. The government 
has said it wants to cut the ratio 
to 25 per cent of export income 
from 45 percent.

Saudis step up petroleum, 
gas engineering research 


RIYADH. April 6, (Opecna): 
The Research Institute of the 
King Fahd University of 
Petroleum and Minerals now has 
nine laboratories dedicated to 
the development of petroleum 
and gas engineering in the king- 
dom. 

According to an institute . 
report released here, -the 
laboratories cover a broad spec- 
trum of research, carrying out in- 
depth studies related to 
petroleum exploration, reservoir 
development and hydrocarbon 
production. 

It said that two long-term 
research projects were currently 
under way — the first dealing 
with the fundamentals of oilfield 


scaling and the second examin- 
ing the environmental and 
ecological conditions in the 
waters surrounding the king- 
dom. 

Reservoir studies, including 
geological modelling, rock and 

S ore characterisation, reservoir 
uid analysis, fluid flow, core 
analysis and reservoir simula- 
tion, form an important part of 
the institute's work. 

Enhanced oil recovery 
research is also carried out to 
determine the optimum combin- 
ation of methods to maximise the 
eventual production of the oil 
now lying in the kingdom's 
underground reservoirs. 

The institute devotes con- 


siderable research to the king- 
dom's petrochemicals industry,: 
studying the utilisation of 
petroleum and petrochemicals 
along with natural gas refining. 

• No win its ninth year of opera- 
tion, the institute has experien- 
ced considerable growth this 
year. The central analytical and 
material characterisation 
laboratories were completed 
together with a new energy 
research laboratory. 

Although the institute was 
originally engaged primarily in 
'applied research and the transfer 
of technology, it has now 
initiated a programme for the 
manufacture and development 
of advanced equipment, .

Saudi oil minister to visit Mexico 


Nazer replaces American as Aramco 


DHAHRAN, April 6, (AP): 
Saudi Arabia’s Oil Minister 
His ham Nazer has replaced an 
American to become the first 
Saudi chairman of the board of 
Aramco, his country's major oil- 
producing company, official 
sources said here today. 

Nazer took over from John J. 
Kelberer, the last American in 
the post since the Arabian 
American Oil Company began 
operations in Saudi Arabia 55 
years ago. 

The change was made during 
the recent meeting of Aramco's 
board in Houston, Texas, said 
the sources, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

Kelberer will remain on the 
board as vice-chairman, though 
he has effectively retired from 
service, said the sources. 

Aramco’s current president. 
Ah' 1. Naimi. will lake over from 
Kelberer as chief executive, they 
said. 

Kelberer has undergone a 


number of major surgical opera- 
tions in recent years and is under- 
stood to have sought retirement 
after turning 60 two years ago. 
He has worked in Saudi Arabia 
for more than 37 years, as chair- 
man of the board and chief 
executive for the past decade. 

Nazer was appointed Minister 
of Petroleum and Natural 
Resources in Nov 1986, replac- 
ing Ahmed Zaki Yamani. 

Aramco continues to be regis- 
tered in the American state of 
Delaware, though it is now 100 
per cent Saudi-owned. 

Nazer is understood to be 
studying the reorganisation of 
the kingdom's oil industry. 

In addition to his posts as oil 
minister and Aramco chairman 
he also heads the royal commis- 
sion for Jubail and Yanbu, the 
body overseeing the country’s 
petrochemical industry, and 
Petromin, the marketing com- 
pany for Saudi petroleum 
products. 


Meanwhile, Nazer will visit 
Mexico this week to discuss the 
international market situation, 
the government announced yes- 
terday. 

A statement from the energy 
and mines department said the 
visit of Nazer “responds to the 
traditional and active Mexican 
policy of dialogue and coopera- 
tion with other producing 
nations of petroleum, members 
or not members of Opec, as well 
as with consuming nations.”

Where the art of ikebana 
and bonsai was born 

Ikebana is the art of 
arranging flowers in a 
pleasing pattern. It 
developed from the cus- 
tom 6f offering flowers to 
the Buddha and was 
introduced into Japan 
early in the seventh cen- 
tury. At first ikebana was 
used only as a form of wor- 
ship of the Buddha. Priests 
decorated Buddhist tem- 
ples with flower arran- 
gements which were not 
only beautiful but also 
symbolised various 
religious ideas. Later, 
towards the thirteenth cen- 
tury, ikebana was also used 
to adorn the royal palaces 
and the houses of the 
nobility. Later still 
ikebana spread to the 
homes of ordinary people 
and today it is one of the 
most graceful traditions of 
Japanese fife. 

Bonsai is the art of 
arranging plants into cer- 
tain shapes and is the 
Japanese word literally 
meaning ‘tray planted’. It 
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is an older art than ikebana 
and first began in China. 
Ikebana uses fresh flowers 
and other decorative 
material such as twigs, 
mosses and leaves. Bonsai 
is the art of growing fully 
developed trees in min- 
iature. This is done by 
keeping them to a small 
size while still making 
them look like real trees. It 
is a very difficult art and 
requires a great deal of 
patience and time. To 
produce a dwarf tree bet- 
ween 30 and 40 centimetres 
high can take up to 100 
years of careful work. The 
art of bonsai is passed on 
from father to son and one 
tree can be handed down 
from one generation to the 
next as a valued posses- 
sion. 


JUSTIN MORGAN 
walked along a dirt road in 
Massachusetts. He was too 
poor to own a horse. This 
was two hundred years 
ago. so he had to walk 
wherever he wanted to go.

Soon he was pull- 
ing carriages and wagons.

Against the law 

The illusion: 

You borrow an open bottle of liquid (cola, soda) from 
the bartender and hold it between your two hands, top 
and bottom. Reversing the position of your hands to 
bring the bottle upside down, you then slowly remove 
your hands from its mouth, and the liquid stays in the 
bottle! Youeven let your audience look closely at the neck 
of the bottle and they see the liquid right up to the mouth, 
but there it stops! Then you hold it over a glass and tap the 
bottom, and out comes the liquid! 

The preparation: 

Long before, you have cut a circle the size of a quarter 
out of the cellophane of a cigarette pack. Have this where 
you can get to it readily. When you're ready to do the 
trick, moisten your right index and middle ringers and 
touch them to the cellophane (1 ). It will stick to them and 
be practically invisible. 

The trick: 

Take a small, filled bottle in your right hand, set it on 
the outstretched fingers of the left, then put your first two 
fingers over the mouth. The cellophane goes right over 
the opening and you change the positions of both hands 
slightly to turn the bottle upside down. Gose your left 
fingers to grip the bottle by its sides. At the same time, 
spread your two right fingers against the mouth of the 
bottle to make a good seal (2). Remove your right fingers 
and the liquid will remain in the bottle. If you have cut 
your circle the right size, you can inspect the mouth 
closely and still not see the cellophane will drop into the 
container and no one will ever find your gimmick (3).

Drug-free Games not 
possible: Dr Stanish 


OTTAWA. April 6. (Reuter): 
The ideal of a drug-free Olympic 
competition is no longer possi- 
ble, according to the chief 
physician for Canada's summer 
Olympic teams. 

Dr William Stanish, an orth- 
opaedic surgeon, said abuse of 
performance-enhancing drugs 
by amateur athletes, including 14 
and 15-year-olds, has reached 
epidemic proportions. 

“We have solid information 
showing that the use of drugs to 
enhance performance is really an 
epidemic problem,” Stanish 
said. 

There is rampant use of 
anabolic steroids and other per- 
formance-enhancing drugs 
among young athletes and even 
among Canada's world-class 
athletes, Stanish said in a recent 
interview from his Halifax. Nova 
Scotia office. 

“I think we have to look at the 
traditional Olympic charter and 
understand that to have a clean 
Olympics is no longer possible,” 
he said. 

“Anything ostensibly repor- 
ted’ to make somebody bigger, 
faster, stronger — a good num- 
ber of people will go to these 
agents readily withput getting 
medfcal information. 


“Anabolic steroids not only 
have masculinising effects but 
they also can cause these kids to 
have growth disturbances and 
prematurely stop their growth," 
he warned. 

Stanish was reluctant to name 
any of Canada's top athletes but 
admitted some of them have 
resorted to steroids to enhance 
their performance and have been 
caught by the authorities. 

Regulations of both the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee 
(IOC) and the Canadian Olym- 
pic Association ban the use of 
high performance drugs but 
these agencies must pul mechan- 
isms in place to keep pace with 
the abuse, he said. 

“As doctors, if we become too 
self-righteous, we'll drive them 
underground,” Stanish said. 

What has to happen, and what 
is happening, is that there are 
special policing bodies within 
Canada and the UN that should 
be able to conduct unannounced 
drug test on athletes on a regular 
basis, he said. 

Otto Jelinek, former fitness 
and amateur sport minister, 
recently announced thatan inter- 
national doping conference will 
be held in Ottawa in June hosted 
by Canada and the IOC. 


Ross outplays Chang 


CHICAGO, April 6. (UPI): John 
Ross defeated highly touted 16- 
year-old Michael Chang, 5-7, 6- 
4, 6-1 yesterday to advance to the 
second round of a $315,000 ten- 
nis tournament.

Pakistan brush aside West Indies 



Imran: Man of the Match 


GEORGETOWN, Guyana, 
April 6, (Reuter): Pakistan cap- 
tain Imran Khan and wrist-spin- 
ner' Abdul Qadir bowled West 
Indies to their Erst defeat in a 
home Test for 1 0 years today. 

Pakistan 'won the first match 
of the three-Test series by nine 
wickets after West Indies had 
been shot out for 172 in their 
second innings. 

Pakistan, requiring 30 for vic- 
tory, finished on 32 for one, scor- 
ing their runs off just 3.4 overs. 

A fme blend of pace and spin ' 
undermined the home side on the 
fourth day. Imran, named Man 
of the Match, claimed four for 41 
to finish with match figures of 1 1 
for 121. Qadir took three for 66. 

Dispute 

The defeat was the first for 
West Indies in a home Test since 
the Australians won at Georget- 
own in April, 1978, when key 
members led by captain Clive 
Lloyd withdrew in a dispute with 
officials over team selection. 

Resuming at 25 for one on the 
fourth morning needing 118 to- 
make Pakistan bat again. West 
Indies saw their hopes of salvag- 
ing a draw seriously undermined 
in the opening 35 minutes. 

Phil Simmons, without adding 
to his overnight score of 1 !, was 


bowled off-stump in the third 
over of the day going back to 
Qadir’s top-spinner. 

Richie Richardson, who hit 
four fours off Qadir's opening 
.over, followed him to the 
pavilion 10 runs later when he 
chased a wide ball from the wrist 
spinner and was well caught by 
wicketkeeper Salim Yousuf. 

Gordon Greenidge, . combin- 
ing caution with aggression, and 
Gus Logie went some way to 
redressing the balance with a 
fourth-wicket stand of 65 in an 
hour before the irrepressible 
Imran played a vital hand. 

He had Logie brilliantly 
caught, One-handed diving to his 
right, by Yousuf and then dismis- 
sed Greenidge for 43 in the penul- 
timate over before lunch with the 
score on 120. The West Indies 
captain tried to cut Imran but got 
an inside edge to a ball that dip- 
ped in late and was bowled leg 
stump. 

Imran should have dismissed 
Jeff Dujon in the first over after 
lunch but dropped a straightfor- 
ward return catch. 

However, Pakistan did not 
have to wait much longer for 
another success. Imran, whose 
every move seemed to be ins- 
pired, replaced himself with 


occasional medium-pace bowler 
Shoaib Mohammad and he res- 
ponded by taking wickets with 
successive balls. 

Shoaib, whose previous 19 
Tests had yielded one wicket, had 
Dujon caught by Imran at cover 
and Winston Benjamin caught at 
slip by Javed Mian dad, whose 
century in thefirst innings helped 
Pakistan to a commanding lead. 

Qadir chipped in with the 
wicket of Carl Hooper, who 
made a patient 30, and Imran 
returned to dismiss Courtney 
Walsh and Patrick Patterson 
with consecutive deliveries. 

. Despite losing Mudassar 
1 Nazar m the first over, Pakistan 
wasted no time in knocking off 
the required runs. 

The match was a personal 
triumph for Imran, who was per- 
suaded to come out of retirement 
for this series by his country's 
president, Mohammad Zia-ul- 
Haq. 

Imran has now taken 322 
wickets in 71 Tests — and 64 of 
‘ his victims have been West 
Indians in 13 Tests against the 
Caribbean team.

Brian Clough’s Nottingham 
Forest do it again? 

After becoming only the 
second team to beat mighty 
Liverpool this season with a 2-1

Contract 

A full house is likely to bring 
record gate receipts for Hills- 
borough, a stark contrast to the 
other match between Wim- 
bledon and Luton Town, who 
are set to play before the lowest 
semifinal crowd since World 
Warn. 

The two are among the worst 
supported teams in Divirion One 
anc£ despite the lure of a Wem- 
bley final, fewer than 25,000 tick- 
ets had been sold by last night for 
the semifinal at Tottenham Hot- 
spur's 48,000-capacity White 
Hart Laneground in north Lon- 
don. 

Forest is bidding to stop Liver- 
pool winning the coveted Cup 
and League- championship dou- 
ble for an unprecedented second 
time. It also is out to earn a first 
FA Cup final appearance for its 
colourful manager. 

In some 30 years as a player 
and a manager, Clough has never 
been involved in the final of 
England’s most prestigious Cup 
competition. 


A record-breaking goaJscorer 
in the late 1 950s, Clough ted both 
Derby County and Forest out of 
obscurity to League champion-. 
ship successes. 

He took Derby to the semifinal 
of the European Champions’ 
Cup in 1973 and then guided 
Forest to success in the same 
competition in 1979 and 1980. 

Under Clough, Forest also 
won the less prestigious domestic 
Cup competition — the League 
(later Mdk) Cup — in 1978 and 
79. But the FA Cup has eluded 
Clough, whose abrasive manner 
probably ruled him out of , 
becoming England manager in , 
succession to Ron Greenwood. 

‘Clough's often controversial * 1 2 3 
co mme nts via the media often led i 
him into conflict with English 
soccer officials and, soon after 
Forest's second Champions' 
Cup triumph, he retreated into a 
shell of silence.. 

This season, however, Clough 
is bubbling again as his young 
Forest ride takes shape. : 

And while last Saturday's 
League victory provided proof 
that Forest will prove a major 
force in next season’s title race, 
this weekend's Cup match is 
regarded as a much bigger test. 

For once. Liverpool does not 
go into the match as the dear 
favourite. 

Runaway championship 
leader since October and having 
equalled a record of 29. games 
unbeaten from the start of the 
season, the Merseyside team has 
hit something of a sticky patch.
